S a n F r a n c i s c o , October 5th.—The estate 
of Charles Crocker, the railroad magnate, 
received the final attention of the Probate 
Court to day. Mr. Crocker died in August, 
1888. His will left the bulk of his estate to 
his widow, sons and daughter, the latter 
being the wife of Charles B. Alexander, a 
New York lawyer. 
Colonel Charles F. 
Crocker of the railroad company, and 
W illiam H. Crocker, the banker, sons of 
the deceased, and executors under the will, 
made a partial distribution in December 
last, when they paid to Mrs. Mary Ann 
Crocker, the widow, $600,000, to Charles F. 
Crocker $150,000, to W. H. Crocker $150,000, 
and to the two-last named, as trustees un­ 
der the will for certain purposes therein 
defined. $150,000; also, to all three parties 
named as trustees, a like sum. 
The estate was appraised on the 8th of 
last July at $24,142,471 84; and the matter 
heard in Court to-day was the final report 
and account of the executors. 
They re­ 
ported that they had paid off all claims 
against the estate, except that of Nicholas 
Tuning, in the shape of six promissory 
notes against the Pacific Improvement 
Company and aggregating $1,675,000. They 
had also paid to the sister of deceased, 
Mrs. McKee, $30,000, and to all the servants 
in the personal service of Mr. Crocker the 
sum of $100 each for each year of service. 
This was a3 the will directed, and under 
the muster-roll there was paid to Miss M. 
M. Madden and William Harris, $1,100; 
Daniel Carmody, $1,200; Miss R. C. Dun­ 
lop, $500; Thomas S. Williams, $300; 
Frank Kables, $200. and Annie Carlsen, 
Amelia Nelson, Ned Fitzsimmons, John 
Easton, Ah Jim and Ah Tom $100 each. 
The executors in their report say that 
they have now, in pursuance of the "terms 
of the wili, distributed and paid to the 
heirs and legatees the full balance of 
nearly $23.000,000, of which the widow's 
share was $2,866 244 75. They asked an 
order of Court confirming all their acts. 
This was granted. Colonel Creed Hay- 
inond, attorney of the estate, and Mr. Alex­ 
ander were present at the hearing. Mr. 
Alexander resides in New York. An affi­ 
davit by him was filed with the account 
setting forth that he was very familiar with 
all the property of the estáte, and that it 
had been fairly and judiciously appraised 
by the appraisers appointed by the Court, 
nam ely: W. E. Brown, Martin White 
and John W. Roberts. Affidavits by him 
and his wife and all the other parties in­ 
terested as heirs were separately presented, 
approving of all that had been done by 
the executors.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , October 4th.—About a 
year ago M . C. Hellwig, Manager of the In­ 
dianapolis Chair Company, married, but at 
the expiration of three weeks found that 
he and nis wife could not agree and separ­ 
ated, and subsequently articles of separa­ 
tion were signed. 
Recentiy he revoked his signature, and 
commenced an action for divorce. 
To­ 
night Hellwig was walking on Market 
street in company with a woman. 
When 
opposite the Baldwin he was met by his 
wife, who made an attack on him and gave 
him a tongue-lashing. 
He tried to escape 
from her, but she followed and he struck 
her, whereupon an officer locked him up 
for battery. He was soon released on bail. 
The street scene created quite a sensation 
while it lasted. 
Beatrice, the 11 year-old child of Eliza­ 
beth Swarston, a nurse, was put to bed 
Thursday night at No. 15 Ellis street. The 
mother turned off the gas and went out to 
attend a patient.

TAN PLA Y ER S. 


A D ecisio n o f th e Su p erior C ourt H elp s 
th e G am b lers. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , October 4th.—The Chi­ 
nese tan players gained another victory this 
morning. Some days ago a raid was made 
on the dens in Chinatown and thirty-six 
persons were arrested. This morning the 
cases were called in Judge Rix’s Court for 
decision. 
Before deciding the case the 
Court stated that as a decision had already 
been made by the Superior Court it was 
useless for him to hold the defendants, as 
the cases would be appealed and his decis­ 
ion reversed. There was no use in con­ 
victing the men, for he would not be up­ 
held. Prosecuting Attorney Dunne said 
he had nothing to offer but circumstantial 
evidence, as the officers who made the ar­ 
rest informed him that they could not 
swear that they caught the defendants in 
the act of playing. 
' Let the responsibility rest where it 
properly belongs,” said Judge Rix. ‘ It did 
not originate in the Police Courts, and I 
concur with Judge law ler when he says 
that too much evidence must be secured 
before a conviction can be had. I have no 
other course to pursue in view of the Su­ 
perior Court s position in the matter than 
to dismiss the cases.” 
The tan players cannot be convicted and 
it remains to he seen how the cases of the 
Chinamen arrested for domino playing 
will turn out. Of this class of cases there 
are already quite a number, and six more 
were added to the already long list this 
morning by Sergeant Tobin and p. sse.who 
raided a place on Pike street and placed 
the inmates in jail.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , October 4th.—It will be 
good news to all nervous stage passengers 
to know that Charles E. Bolton, better 
known as “Black Bart, the P. O. 8,” has 
left this part of the country. Such is the 
firm belief of the many detectives and 
Sheriffs interested in finding the celebrated 
robber. 
He is a most incorrigible outlaw, and no 
one will regret his departure. His recent 
confinement of over four years in San 
Quentin apparently had no influence what­ 
ever in inducing him to mend his wavs. 
Within six months after his release, in 
January. 1888, he was at his old tricks, and 
since then at ¡east three robberies are 
known to have been his work. The offi­ 


cers who looked the cases up are thor­ 
oughly satisfied that he robbed the Ukiab, 
Shasta aud Camptonville stages during the 
past year. The Camptonville robbery was 
his last exploit. He then obtained a gold 
bar worth $2,200, the property of the ex­ 
press company. This has never been of­ 
fered for sale, so far a3 known, and the pre­ 
sumption ia that Bart has too much discre­ 
tion to negotiate for it in this country. He 
is believed to have gone either to China or 
Australia. 
The special officers of the express com­ 
pany have lately sent out a number of 
photographs of the "lone highwayman.” 
and it is thought this agitation alarmed 
him and made him decide to take a foreign 
trip for his health. Over thirty robberies 
of stages and express boxes, beginning 
in July, 1S85, are attributed to Bart, but so 
shrewd was he that evidence sufficient to 
convict was never obtained, except in two 
or three cases. 
When he was finally 
caught, in 1883, he pleaded guilty and se­ 
cured a light sentence.

N e w Y o r k , October 4th.— The Pan- 
American delegates reached here on the 
Yorktown this morning. The embarka­ 
tion at West Point was made in boats, of 
which there was a small fleet. 
Colonel Wilson and Romero had seats in 
one of the small craft well in advance of 
the others. As they approached the York­ 
town a file of marines was drawn up on 
the port side and the officers stood behind 
Commander Chadwick with 
uncovered 
heads as the distinguished visitors crossed 
tbe gangway. 
The visitors were introduced to the Com­ 
mander by Superintendent Wilson, and 
preparations for departure immediately be­ 
gun. As the ship gathered headway a sa­ 
lute was fired. The interest ot the foreign 
visitors had been enlisted by the proceed­ 
ings up to this point, but they were aroused 
almost to enthusiasm when, under direc­ 
tion of the officer, the machine guns began 
to belch forth at ixtervals of two and a 
half seconds until fourteen shots had 
shrouded the vessel in smoke. 
Small parties of guests were placed in 
charge of the various officers, and explored 
every corner in the ship. 
Many of the delegates are non-committal 
as to what city of the United States they 
would most care to visit upon the occasion 
of a world's fair in 1892. Some, however, 
are outspoken. Francisco Silva, of Vene­ 
zuela, regards New York as an eligible site 
for the fair. 
Chicago will grow, and be in his opinion, 
highly eligible as a site for the next world’s 
fair. So confident is he of the growth of 
the United States, that for the tbird next 
world's fair in America, he deems San 
Francisco as a fair candidate for the hon­ 
ors. New York was reached at 3:30 when a 
salute of seventeen guns was fired in honor 
of Senor Silva, Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury of Colombia. At 5 o’clock party were 
transformed to steamer Puritan bound for 
Boston by way of Long Island Sound. 


B L A IN E AS CH A IR M A N , 


Som e o f th e D e le g a te s to th e A m erican 
C ongress O b ject. 


C h ic a g o , October 4tb.—A Washington 
special to the Herald (Dam ) says : Biaine’s 
American Congress, whose surface has ap­ 
peared so tranquil, really started off with a 
storm, which at one time threatened to 
wreck the hopes of its projector. The 
trouble was all about Biatne being elected 
President. On Tuesday, when it became 
B D p a r e n tth a t theáecretsryofState would be 
chosen to preside, the Central and South 
American delegates went into secret session, 
and the proposition to make Blaine the 
Pre9ideut was denounced as unfair, illegal 
and unprecedented. The point made was 
that Blaine was not a member of the Con­ 
gress, and that he could not preside con­ 
tinuously. The conference lasted till mid- 
nigh*. On adjournment several delegates 
declared that they would not attend the 
meeting of the Congress next day at which 
Blaine was to be elected President. 
The delegates from Chile and the Argen­ 
tine Republic kept their word. They at­ 
tended neither the meeting of the Congress 
nor the President's reception andluncbeoD, 
and have not yet joined the excursion 
which the members are making through 
the country. Whether they will at any 
time participate in the session of the Con­ 
gress with Blaine sitting as President re­ 
mains to be seen. It is said that Blaine 
knew nothing of this opposition.

Brackenrtdge & Co., the well-known 
florists of Govanstown, brought to the Sun 
office yesterday a remarkable and beautiful 
orchid, which rivals anything of the kind 
in America. 
It is an “Epiphytic” orchid, 
the bloom of which grows downward from 
the roots, presenting a curious effect. The 
plant, which was hung over a door, is 
planted in moss.

The scent is 
not agreeable, in which respect it resem­ 
bles the giant lily recently shown in Ixin- 
don. 
Another curious characteristic it 
jiossesses is that for six months of the year 
it requires no water whatever, and its 
bloom depends upon its lieing kept per­ 
fectly dry for this period. 
It may not be 
generally known that Baltimore is one of 
the principal markets for orchids, the plants 
being brought here direct from South 
America, and after being established are 
sold all over the country.— Baltimore Sun

S ta te m e n ts M ade by S o m e o f tb e Sur­ 
vivors. 
N e w O r l e a n s , October 4th.—A number 
of the survivors of the Corona disaster 
reached this city to-day. 
Mrs. Henry 
Blanks says: 
“I was standing with my 
sister and had my youngest child in my arms 
in the real of the boat's cabin, when the 
explosion occurred. 
The chambermaid 
came running to us with life-preservers, 
which we fastened on. William Fleming, 
the pantryman, then came running to us, 
and told us to go upon the hurricane deck 
until he could get the life-boat down, which 
he did in a hurry. We then got into tbe 
yawl, and hardiy had we been seated when 
the boat was swamped, throwing us all 
into the river. I, with my three-year-old 
child in one arm, held on to the wreckage 
until one of tbe St. Louis boats came and 
saved us. Of my sister, Mrs. Huff, who is 
a widow, I saw no more after we capsized.'” 
Captain Sweeney stated that the whole 
thing came on so suddenly he hardly bad 
time to see anything. 
Captain Blanks, who wes sitting in the 
barber-ohair, was burled through the cabin 
roof and instantly killed. 
Others in the cabin were struck by flying 
timbers, among whom was Shrimp Hanna, 
who was siding near the clerk’s office. 
The explosion seemed to go downward, 
and the full force was in the rear part of 
the boat. Those that were not killed out­ 
right by flying timbers were pinned down 
and scalded to death. 
Captain Sweeney said that when the ex­ 
plosion took place he was on the fore­ 
castle and thus escaped the timbers which 
were flying around. He was picked up bv 
the yawl of the City of St. Louis. 


SUNK IN DEEP WATER.

The situation 
was aggravated later by the announcement 
of the withdrawal of $500,000 more gold by 
August Belmont & Co., making $1,500,000 
taken by them this week for shipment to 
Europe. 
This export move caused considerable 
surprise. The rates of sterling exchauge 
are far below the gold shipping points, but 
Beluiont & Co. expla’n it by stating that 
the gold was shipped to the Rothschilds to 
assist in fulfilling a contract m ale with tbe 
Brazilian Government. 
In addition to the Belmont shipment, the 
commercial houses have shipped $300,000 
in gold to Rio aud South Americau points. 
The combined influences have caused 
genera! fears of a money panic and the call­ 
ing of loans in many cases forced holders 
to throw over stocks.

prices have declined rapidly, the* sugar 
trust from 913 to 83}, cotton seed from 45} 
to 40}, and Atchison to 275, tbe lowest 
price ever touched.

A Butler county (O.) correspondent of 
the Country Gentleman is of the opinion 
that one need not push his investigations 
far to conclude that on many farms there 
is large loss from neglect of vehicles and 
farm implements. He says: 
This neglect 
takes different forms ; sometimes it is leav­ 
ing them exposed to sun and rain, or to 
keep taps tightened up, or woodwork 
painted, and often unnecessary expense is 
incurred and much time lost in going to 
the blacksmith for repair when, if material 
was kept on hand, and the work done in 
time, the farmer could himself do the work 
and save both time and money. There are 
farmers who expect to have their tires cut 
and set every summer, 
and, before I 
learned better, I had to have this done 
twice in a single summer to save the ve­ 
hicle. 
1 believe that the farmer who will 
adopt the plan of oiling felloes can dis­ 
pense entirely or very nearly so with tire 
setting. 
During the extremely drv weather of 
the past spring I found the tires loose, on 
my buggy, carriage and spring wagon, and 
determined, on the recommendation of a 
frieud, to try the boiling oil application. 
I went to my tinner and had him make a 
pan of heavy galvanized iron, 3 inches, 
wide, 4 deep in the middle and 21 feet 
long. 
The bottom was curved so that the 
oil would be deepest in the center, and less 
oil be required to cover the felloes than if 
it was straight. The pan cost 50 cents, 
and a gallon of oil at 65 cents was ample 
for three carriages and a road cart, four­ 
teen wheels in all. It using it, I dug a 
trench 18 inches long, 6 inches wide and 
deep enough so that when the pan was 
set over it there was 4 inches space under 
it for fire. 
The pan was placed close to 
one side of the trench, so that no blaze 
could come up on the side where I stood 
to hold the wheel. 
I put half a gallon of 
oil iu the pan, started a fire with some fine 
chips and rotten wood, and when the oil 
began to boil I set a wheel in and let it 
stand ten seconds: then turned it a foot or 
more, so as to bring the next section under 
the oil, and thus kept slowly turning, un­ 
til I had turned the wheel twice around. 
It took about five minutes to a wheel. On 
examining these wheels the next day I 
found that tires which I could see under 
before the application were perfectly tight, 
and I am tola by farmers who have prac­ 
ticed this, that one need not have tires set 
at all if the felloes are kept saturated with 
boiling soil. 
My blacksmith charges me 
50 cents for cutting and setting tires, and 
wheels are often nearly ruined by being 
run with them loose before being taken to 
the shop, and if this oiling process will 
keep them always tight it will make the 
wheels last many years longer than if 
they are loose and shaky a part of every 
summer. 
I think not every farmer has learned 
the value of kerosene (coal oil), both as a 
preservative of wood and to prevent and 
remove rust. 
I think it pays to saturate 
with kerosene all the woodwork of plows, 
harrows, rollers and such implements as 
are necessarily exposed to the weather a 
good deal. 
Pour it into all joints and 
cracks before painting, so as to get the 
wood full of it. 
It is wonderfully pene­ 
trating, and if taps are so tight that they 
cannot be started, it will soon loosen them. 
Last summer a spring wagon seldom used 
was found with the wheels so gummed on 
that it was impossible to either turn them 
or get them off the axle. All the stiength 
of two men could not start them, and we 
could not take it to the blacksmith with­ 
out loading it on a sled or wagon, for the 
wheels would not turn. I tipped the 
wagon up on one side so as to make the 
hubs stand perpendicular, and poured the 
cup at the end of the hub full of kerosene 
and let it stand. 
I passed it twice during 
the forenoon and still found the wheels 
tight, but when I came to the barn at 
noon every wheel was loose and came off 
with perfect ease. 
When the axles and 
taps on the end of them get gummed, 
they can be cleaned perfectly by washing 
in kerosene, and a half pint will be enough 
for the taps and axles to a wagon. 
If you 
get your hands daubed with wheel grease, 
a half teacup full of it will cleanse them 
perfectly, and leave them feeling soft and 
velvety. 
Do farmers generally keep a supply of 
carriage bolts of all sizes on hand ? I 
have rn my workshop a small cupboard 
with twenty-four pigeon holes six inches 
square, like postoffice boxes, and in it I 
keep a full supply of carri ;ge bolts of all 
sizes. 
I buy fifty or one hundred at once, 
and my hardware merchant charges 1 cent 
each, and often in an emergency one bolt 
is worth the price of one hundred. 
In 
other pigeon-holes we keep screws, spikes, 
harness rivets, open rings and links, wash­ 
ers, etc. 
It is a great comfort when some­ 
thing breaks about a machine when the 
work is pushing to know where to lay your 
hands on what you need to repair it with. 
Care in theuseof lubricating oil and paint, 
and attention to see that machinery is 
kept in order, will double the time of 
service of many an expensive piece of ma­ 
chinery, besides saving time and expense. 
On a large farm I believe it would pay to 
have a portable forge, and let one of the 
boys learn something of blacksmithing. 
Excellent portable forges are for sale at 
moderate prices, and iu many cases would 
prove valuable. 
The fact is that in my 
town our mechanics charge exorbitantly 
for repairing, and at the present prices of 
produce we cannot afford to pay a man 
50 cents au hour for jobs which we can do 
ourselves. 
I have done employing a 
carriage 
painter, for with the hard-finish gloss paint 
which we can buy any careful man can 
paint a buggy so that it looks well enough, 
and the farm buggy or carriage that runs 
in all weather will look about as well after 
one or two tri(«s as if painted by a pro­ 
fessional. 
1 have lately had my’ carriage 
and buggy both painted at home at a cost 
o f a little over j-2 for material for both, 
and just one day’s work for each to clean, 
sand paper and paint. 
It would have cost 
me f25 to have had them paiuted at the 
shop, and I should have been kept from 
using them for two weeks, but this rubber 
laint requires but one coat to cover per- 
eetly and dries hanl in twenty-four hours. 
I used Ixith buggy and carriage on a dusty 
road in just twenty-four 
hours after 
painting. 


BEST VARIETIES OF PEARS. 
In examining the nursery catalogues one 
will see many different varieties of pears, 
reaching up into the hundreds, hut of the 
really good ones there are but few. Of 
these, popular opinion, which is generally 
correct, name the Bartlett, Sickle and 
Duchess the best. 
These have long been 
favorites, and still continue to hold the 
first place in our affections. 
In their sea­ 
son ou many street corners you will see the 
Italian with his little stall heaped up high 
with this sweet and juicy fruit. 
To grow 
pears to perfection requires tnat the soil 
should be deeply worked and well en­ 
riched with fine, rotted maaute. A clay 
loam well pulverized is best for this fruit, 
and on such a soil, if well cared for, they 
will grow and continue to bear many 
years. 
Bartlett and Sickle are standards and 
grow rapidly, making a growth of some 
two or more feet in a favorable season. 
Duchess pears are mostly grewn as dwarfs, 
are slow growers and require extra fertili- 
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zation until they become of some age, be­ 
fore fruiting largely. The best location 
for an orchard is upon well-drained land, 
protected from the driving cold winds of 
winter by a belt of forest trees or a hedge 
of evergreens. 
The finest pear orchard, and the one 
that produced the most fruit, that sold for 
the highest prices, was an orchard of about 
100 trees worked and manured as a market 
garden. 
This garden was kept under con­ 
stant cultivation and thoroughly manured 
each year. Some Sickle trees yielded 
twenty-eight bushels per tree; Bartletts 
eighteen bushels. Selected fruit sold at 
wholesale at $2 50 to $3 per bushel. 
Owing to strong competition among 
many amateur growers, prices are much 
reduced, but even this season sound, fine 
Bartlett pears command $1 50 to $2 per 
bushel, wholesale. Some of our finest pears 
are grown and shipped here from Jersey. 
For family use, ten trees of each variety 
here named will be found sufficient. Good­ 
sized, thrifty trees should be chosen, and 
they should be planted in rows, twenty 
feet apart each way, kept well worked, all 
interlacing branches cut off, and, when the 
soil is enriched, made so by well-rotted, 
fine compost. Too much manuring w.ll 
cause the tree to blight. 
Barren soil and 
neglected cultivation will yield but mea­ 
ger returns, in fact, scarcely pay for the 
use of the ground. 
Those having faith in pear culture 
should prepare the ground, get the trees 
from a reliable near-by nursery, and plant 
them early in the fall; the last of October 
is the best time. The soil is in good con­ 
dition then, and the tree roots will be 
ready to shoot out and grow very early in 
spring, before the 6oil would be fit to work. 
Let the trees lie well staked and tied with 
rye bands, to keep them from being blown 
about by the winter storms. 
F ruit culture is a delightful occupation, 
and some ot the foremost intellects of the 
nation have found rest and recreation 
among their gardens of fruit. Those fol­ 
lowing it for a living will find much to be 
done the year through, but, if the will is 
there, success will follow in time.—Balti­ 
more American. 
FARM NOTES. 
Leaves are excellent for covering tur­ 
nips that are to be stored in mounds during 
the winter. 
Sheep and cattle should have separate 
liay-racks, as the rams are sometimes very 
vicious, and may do injury. 
Ashes make a splendid fertilizer for 
young grass that is just springing up, and 
enables it to root well before cold weather 
comes on. 
Willows along the banks of a stream 
greatly aid in protecting the soil from 
washing should floods occur. 
Willows are 
easily grown from cuttiugs. 
Apples are used for food at the experi­ 
ment stations in making tests, and the re­ 
sults demonstrate that if they cannot be 
profitably shipped to market they can be 
fed to stock with advantage. 
The New York Tribune says that lard 
softened with kerosene until it will just 
flow in summer heat makes as good oil for 
mowers, etc., as that sold by dealers at 100 
per cent, profit—mueh better than some of 
it. 
When potatoes are fed to hogs, particu­ 
larly those which are fattening, they should 
be boiled, mixed with meal and mashed 
while warm. A big wooden beetle can be 
used in mashing them, when turned into a 
barrel. 
When storing cabbage for winter place 
them in a trench with the heads down and 
stalks up. If the trench cannot be made 
on high ground place the heads on the 
ground and bank up well so as to shed the 
water off . 
Instead of using the inferior apples for 
making cider, to be converted into vine­ 
gar, only the sound, unblemished fruit 
should be put in the press, as the qualitv 
of the cider is affected by the condition of 
the apples. 
The cause of milk sickness, says Mr. 
Benjamin Spradlin, of Kentucky, is lobelia, 
which is eaten by the animals. 
Lobelia, 
after it has so far matured as to produce 
seed, will invariably produce milk sickness 
after it is eaten. 
It is suggested that no food is more 
greedily eaten by pigs, at any age, than 
beets. 
Succulent vegetables are relished 
by pigs, and it is better to vary their 
rations than to feed the swine on corn ex­ 
clusively. They are less liable to cholera. 
The poppy form-, a network of roots that 
cannot be exterminated without great 
difficulty. French engineers are now sow­ 
ing newly-constructed railway embank­ 
ment with poppies, with a view to prevent 
their destruction by heavy rains. 
The longer the corn-fodder remains 
stacked in the field the darker it will be­ 
come in color from exposure, and the 
greater the deterioration in the quality of 
the blades. Bright 'odder is more highly 
relished by stock, as it is tender, while ex­ 
posed fodder gradually becomes tough. 
Peach trees will sometimes partially re­ 
new themselves if the dead limbs and 
twigs are cut away. 
In this manner a 
tree may be induced to bear a year or two 
longer, but when the tree is old, and the 
new wood grows slowly, it may be of little 
advantage to attempt to prolong its ex­ 
istence. 


The time to apply lime is in the fall, so 
as to allow it time to act on the soil. 
The 
beneficial effects of lime may not be ap­ 
parent until the second season, much de­ 
pending upon the condition of the soil 
and its composition. 
It should be applied 
on the surface, to be carried down by the 
rains, and not plowed in. 
It should be set down as a rule and 
strictly adhered to, that no noxious plant 
should be permitted to mature its seed on 
any part of the farm or along any roadside 
connections to the farm. It is the bounden 
duty of every farmer to destroy and utterlv 
exterminate the weeds on the roads that 
pass through or along his farm. 
Small breeds of fowls lay as large eggs 
as do the large breeds. 
The Black Span­ 
ish produces the largest eggs. 
The Leg­ 
horn, which is a small fowl, lays large 
white eggs. 
The Brahma and Cochin, 
which are the largest breeds of fowls, lay 
dark eggs. 
They are also excellent winter 
layers, but are slow in reaching maturity. 
Quince trees are benefited by heavy 
manuring more than any other fruit trees, 
and if the ground around the trees is well 
covered with manure this fall the benefi­ 
cial effects of the manure will be very 
marked next spring. 
Too much manure 
around peach trees, however, sometimes 
does harm, but a light covering of compost 
will be beneficial. 
A few days ago T. II. Adams, of Clarks­ 
ville, Ga., cut a perfectly sound, fresh- 
looking muskmelon he had just received 
from Banks county, and upon examination 
it was found that a number of the seeds 
had sprouted and had roots nearly an inch 
long. 
The melon was perfectly sound and 
the flesh firm and nice. This is certainly 
a strange freak of nature. 
A writer says that “an exceedingly deli­ 
cate and fine-flavored butter may be made 
by wrapping the cream in a napkin or 
clean cloth and burying it a foot or more 
in the earth for from twelve to twenty 
hours." 
We mention this plan for the 
benefit of the boy who has to do the churn­ 
ing. 
He can bury his cream and play 
marbles till the “butter comes.’’ 
That 
will beat the new-fangled butter-separator. 
The beet sugar industry has made great 
strides within the past few years. 
In Ger­ 
many last year there were 391 manufacto­ 
ries, using 7,000,000 tons of beets and pro­ 
ducing (exclusive of molasses) 910,698 tons 
of sugar. 
In France, 391 (a coincidence) 
manufactories, using 
4.900,700 tons of 
beets and producing 416,044 tons of raw 
sugar, besides molasses. 
In Austria-Hun­ 
gary, 209 factories, using 4,287,087 tons of 
beets and producing 428,616 tons of raw 
sugar. In Belgium, 111 factories; 105,191 


tons raw sugar. The beet sugar industry 
is expected to make important progress in 
the United States within the ensuing 
decade. 
In regard to cutting off the seed end of 
potatoes and throwing them away, J. M. 
Smith says: “ Last year I saved a bushel 
of the seed ends and planted them by 
themselves right in the middle of the 
piece of two or three acres that I was 
planting, and I found, when we came to 
dig them, that the yield was just about 
the same, and the potatoes about the same 
size. 
But those coming from the seed end 
were nearly a week earlier than the others.” 
Rye straw i? preferred for bedding, as it 
is long and easily spread over the stalls; 
but in preparing the bed some considera­ 
tion must be given the handling of the 
manure and absorbents, for which reason 
the material will give better results, so far 
as labor is concerned, if cut up for bedding. 
W heat straw is equally as good. The 
finer and shorter the bedding material the 
better it will absorb the liquids. 
As soon 
as the leaves begin to drop they should be 
raked up and hauled to the stables for 
bedding. 
It requires but a small plat of raspber­ 
ries to give au abundant supply for a fam­ 
ily. They should not lie set out until late 
in the fall or early spring, and if a pro­ 
tected location be selected for them they 
will bear a little earlier than if exposed. 
The raspberry delights in a rich soil, and 
the caues should be well manured every 
season. The red variety is the best, anil 
sends up new plants from the roots, which 
soon gives a thick mass of canes in the 
row. The black caps are propagated by 
rooting the tips of the canes, which are 
bent to the ground and covered.

Lydia Hovt Fomer has written a refu 
tation of Robert Elsmere, and Ogilvie of 
New York will presently give it to the 
reading public. 
William Henry Bishop, the novelist, has 
gone to his new home, the Villa Blanoheri, 
near Nice. 
He recently made a tour 
through Spain. 
Lester Wallack’s 
“Memoirs,” 
which 
many were unable to procure early in the 
year, owing to the limited edition, is now 
to be Issued in a new and cheaper form. 
Oscar Fay Adams, the poet, is writing a 
life of Jane Austen. 
At present he is in 
England visiting her old home and haunts 
to gather additional material for the bio- 
grapy. 
Professor George P. Fisher, of Yale 
University, will contribute to literature 
during the coming season a series of pa­ 
pers on “ The Nature and Method of Rev­ 
elation.”

Edward Wakefield, who has written an 
explanation of the Australian ballot sys­ 
tem, has several times been a member of 
the Australian Parliament from New Zea­ 
land, and has both been elected and de­ 
feated under the workings of the law. Mr. 
Wakefield is an Eiglish men by birth 
who has had a wide experience in politics 
in Australia. 
Bishop F. D. Huntington, of Syracuse, 
N. Y., lives according to the common 
sense requirement of plain living and 
high thinking. lie does not occupy the 
town residence provided for him bv his 
diocese, preferring an unpretentious house 
in the suburbs, where he is in close con­ 
tact with nature and suffers none of the 
distractions of city residence. 
From this 
retreat he writes of “The Frivolities of 
Fashion.” 
“Ouida” is hard on her brother novelists 
—even to the extent of writing about Rider 
Haggard’s “pasteboard inanity.” 
She de­ 
clares that the English literature of to­ 
day is “beyond all, lacking in those ar­ 
tistic qualities, those qualities of style 
which constitute the especial literary ex­ 
cellence of a literature, and for which 
French literature is at ail times conspicu­ 
ous. Style seems by the English writer to 
be considered a thing with which he has 
nothing to do. 
In a nation which had 
consciousness of style, the grotesque, un­ 
polished and often barbarous diction of 
(Jarlyle and Dickens would never have 
been allowed to disfigure their talent, be­ 
cause, liefore they would have addressed a 
lettered audience they would have studied 
the art of letters 
But it is not only de­ 
fects of style which injure English litera­ 
ture ; it is a want of knowledge of the 
world, a Puritanism, a hypocrisy, a tim id­ 
ity, which lie like lead upon it, and check 
its full development, and keep it in swad­ 
dling clothes ill-fitting manhood.”

CHiHESE CIVILIZATION. 


REASONS WHY THE MONGOLIAN WILL 
NOT ASSIMILATE. 


T he 
C hinese 
th e O nly P o litical 
Social O pponent o f th e C au­ 
casian R ace. 


and 


The Chinese of the U nited States are 
like the Chinese of China, Japan, A ustra­ 
lia, India and all other places of the world 
wherever they may be found— the very 
same men with the same characteristics. 
The Chinese are representatives of one of 
the two grand divisions of the earliest 
civilizations, the Mongolian or Asiatics. 
According to the best modern Oriental 
scholars the Chinese people are and al­ 
ways will be the only political and social 
opponent of the Caucasian race, for these 
reasons: 
1. The Chinese consider that their civ­ 
ilization is the standard civilization of the 
East as the English is in the W est. 
2. Chinese 
capitalists hold the now 
active m arkets of all Asia, and among the 
M ongolian races this is a great incentive 
to draw the sm aller (Asiatic) nations un­ 
der a greater one's influence. 
3. From experience, the Chinese have 
found that their national habilim ent and so­ 
cial laws are not inferior to any of those na­ 
tions w ith whom they have come in con­ 
tact, not even the Europeans. 
On the 
contrary, their drtss is the most sensibleas 
to comfort, and unique in appearance. 
T heir social laws are almost w ithout fault. 
U nder which systems of paternal love, 
families and nations are made as happy as 
possible. 
These are the reasons why the China 
men of the U nited States will not assimi­ 
late w ith its other citizens. 
W ould the 
American cr English-speaking races be 
willing to lose their identity by assimila­ 
tion w ith the races with whem they come 
in contact? 
A lthough 
other kindred 
races, save the Chinamen, may lose their 
identity here. 
There are now in the U nited States 
about 100,000 Chinam en, mostly in Cali­ 
fornia; probably 45,000 of these are in 
San Francisco alone, while the balance is 
scattered all over the country. 
There are 
about 10,000 of them in the city of New 
Y ork; 1,200 in Philadelphia, and about 
the same num ber in Boston and Chicago, 
respectively. 
The Chinese in the U nited 
States are not, as a rule, the educated 
class, but ninety-five per cent, of them can 
read and write. 
They have three news­ 
papers, all weeslies, two in San Francisco 
and one in New York, devoted exclusively 
to m atters of Chinese interest in this coun­ 
try. 
T heir principal secret organization 
is the Yee Iling, a species of Chinese Free 
Masonry ; nearly half of the Chinamen in 
this country belong to it. 
Probably the most menial of all the 
emigrants out of the Chinese Em pire are 
those in the U nited States. 
In no other 
foreign nations do the Chinamen occupy 
so low a position as they do in this country. 
It is to the great credit of the English­ 
speaking races for us to say th at thev are 
too strong in intellect and too great in 
physical force for even shrewd Chinam en 
to overpower. 
Consequently we have to 
take a back seat wherever the English 
civilization predominates. 
T heir stupen­ 
dous powers in commercial genius and 
activity have completely awed us, and we 
h 've come to the conclusion that with our 
lim ited knowledge (modern 
knowledge 
especially) and our somewhat weakeued 
constitution, we had better not trv to 
compete in the same lines of business,'but 
to create a line of industry in which they 
are unable to compete with us, through 
sheer want of patience on their part—and 
that is the laundry business. 
Fully 90 per cent, of the Eastern China­ 
men are engaged in this single busines-, 
and only about 20 per cent, of the W est­ 
ern Chinamen. 
In the latter places the 
Americans have by long experience found 
th at the heathens are not only good laun- 
drymen, but that they are in many respects 
good cooks and general household servants, 
as well as most faithful cashiers and clerks 
for business tirms. 
Of those who have ac­ 
quired the English language, quite a nuru- 
ber arc employed in banks and great iin- 
porting houses having Chinese patrons. 
Most all the Chinese in the U nited States 
are from the single province of Kwong 
Tung, the Capital of which is Canton. 
This is the n o -t populous of all the 18 
provinces of the Chinese Empire. 
In this 
province there are six counties which send 
out the principal em igrants to this country. 
. It is a fact which is not generally known 
in the U nited States that out of the other 
seventeen provinces of C hina there are only 
three Chinam en in the entire American 
continent. 
One of these is now employed 
as head steward in a Chicago family. 
A nother is in New York in the tea busi­ 
ness. 
The latter is from the province of 
Kansoo, of which the beautful city of Seo 
Chow is the capital. 
The former is from 
the home of Confucius, the province of 
Shan Tung, in the north. 
The w riter of 
this article is the third. 
In these latter places a Chinam an could 
not he induced to leave his own home for 
any foreign country, however, tem pting 
the offers may be. 
The principal reason 
is probably their abject ignorance of na­ 
tions and peoples other than their own. 
B ut the Kwong Tung men are the Y an­ 
kees of the Chinamen. 
They havs for 
centuries l>een tasting the sweetness of 
traveling abroad, with greater or less 
financial success, until now thev are like 
the Portuguese of old, always on the 
lookout for new fields to conquer, and 
would lace no end of danger, tribulation, 
and in latter years prejudices against 
th m. 
In order to obtain a “fat boodle,” 
nearly if not all of thegold-hunting China­ 
men come here wifeless and familyless, al­ 
though they may have dozens of wives 
anti children at home. 
The Chinamen, 
when going out gold hunting take the 
world as the mere market, to which they 
never take their families, but to whom 
they always return. 
Even if this hunting 
should take fifty years, the wife would 
never think of eloping at home—ncr re­ 
m arrying abroad; out quite a number of 
Chinamen in recent years have married 
Irish women in New York and l>orne half­ 
breed children. 
These emigrants are generally well-to-do 
farmers or mechanics, who finding business 
dull at home, borrow money at high in­ 
terest and skip out to the best money­ 
m aking country of which thev know. But 
they never go to a strange country unless 
they have friends or relatives already 
there, or else a certain surety from some 
source that they will not get financially 
stuck. 
As a rule when a Chinaman arrives ujion 
the shores of America he is, virtually 
speaking, penniless. 
But his apparently 
poverty-stricken condition is almost imme­ 
diately relieved the moment he finds his 
namesake. 
For instance, if he is a Wong, 
all Wongs in his im mediate neighborhood 
must chip in and help him out and start 
him in business of his own choice; or if he 
is a U e or Chyo, in each case the modus 
opcrandi is the same, unless the rnfkn is a 
well-known selfish and ungrateful chap. 
In such a case he will be thrown npon the 
chance of [K>pular Chinese charity. 
The 
new-comer thus assisted is expected to pay 
the debt without interest as soon as he 
can. 


To 
start a laundry in 
New 
York 
requires usually about $120, besides the 
first m onth’s rent. 
The value of a laun­ 
dry is determined by the auionnt of busi­ 
ness per week and the am ount of rent per 
month, 
and

town — the headquarters 
of the 
E ast­ 
ern Chinese laundrymen. 
H alf of the 
price of sale is paid to the seller upon the 
day of sale; 
the other is kept for two 
weeks by the purchaser in order to settle 
possible old claims or debts of the former 
proprietor. 
A t the end of th at tim e the 
debt is paid in full to the seller if no fur­ 
ther claims are presented. Should there 
be bills presented after this last settlement, 
the new owners are not held responsible, 
as the due notices and conditions practi­ 
cally clear them of all further liabilities. 
Of these 100,000 Chinese there are 
probably 10,000 of them merchants, prin­ 
cipally dealing in Chinese produce. As the 
Chinese civilization and peculiarities are 
just the opposite from that of the Cauca­ 
sian, so is the m anner of their food-mak­ 
ing. 
Instead of enjoying the savory fat­ 
tened young ducks of Christendom, they 
will im port into this country dried duck’s 
feet stufted with chicken liver wrapped 
w ith their prepared entrails ; oysters dried 
hard as stone; shad in o il; pork in sugar; 
old eggs of ducks, born alnutst at the 
tim e of Confucius; dried cabbage, salted 
turnips, aud hundreds of other things 
w hich are almost unheard of by the en­ 
terprising American gastronomer. 
These 
im ported articles, on account of the enor­ 
mous duties and freight charges for such a 
long distance, are sold here at ten times 
their usual home p rice; and yet the 
heathens are never happy without them 
upon their bill of fare. 
Q uite a number of the one thousand 
or more Chinese firms of Snu Francisco as 
well as New York export from the U nited 
States petroleum, cotton sheetings, tweeds, 
flannel, ginseng root, and many other 
m arketable goods to C hina; and six of 
these tirms in San Francisco are reputed 
several times millionaires, and two, Messrs. 
W o Kee and Ma Lee W ah, of New York, 
are reported to be worth nearly a quarter 
of a million pach, and they started in busi­ 
ness here less than eight years ago. 
The only m anufacturing so far th at has 
been engaged in by the Chinese w ith C hi­ 
nese capital has been shoes and cigars; 
the former article only in San Francisco, 
generally upon a small scale, while cigar 
manufacturing employs 
larger 
capital. 
The cigar-tnakers among the Chinese are 
estimated to be 8,000. 
Most of them are 
in San Francisco, 
There are nearly 100 
in New York actively employed under 
Chinese capital; and almost 100 more in 
New Orleans. 
Of Chinese sailors and 
cooks there are nearly 350 in New York, 
100 in Boston, and a dozen or so sail from 
otlie-r ports. 
A lthough the Chinese are very clannish 
and try to congregate as much together as 
they possibly can, those of different voca­ 
tions live apart, aud the sailors and cooks 
form a distinct organization and seldom 
interm ingle with the laundrymen, except 
during their purchasing in the various 
stores. N either do the cigar-tnakers inter­ 
mingle with the sailors except under sim­ 
ilar circumstances. 
They each seem to 
have their own particular pride for their 
own profession. 
But there is only one place of union 
among them all, and th at is concerning 
their spiritual welfare. 
The Chinamen 
have no national beliefs or religion in the 
sense of C hristianity except their form of 
worshiping, the burning of the incense, 
joss sticks, paper prayers, etc. 
T hey have 
a tem ple wherein are the images of some 
ancient noble characters, to whom they 
bow their heads and say th eir pravers and 
ask that their petitions be handed as quick 
as possible over to the one G reat Being, 
“Shing,” living somewhere in the great 
blue ethereol sky. 
For this Joss or the 
images they get up roasted pigs, chickens, 
and sweetmeats as his commission. 
But 
Joss, like all distinguished men of Asia, 
simply acknowledges these tender tokens 
of gratitude by an expressionless silence; 
then the attendants and devotees in turn 
swallow the liberal sacrifices. 
They have only the solid Confucius’ 
sound philosophy to guide them in their 
actions toward men and their duties toward 
God. 
T his may be called a religion in 
the Christian sense of ethics. 
But the 
Chinam en simply recognize Confucius as a 
grand aud noble teacher of morals, having 
no power to save men from th eir sins, ex­ 
cept by their individuality in following 
the precepts laid down by the great Mas­ 
ter. 
They will worship the image of Con­ 
fucius in tiie same light as they would the 
letters th at compose his maxims, and noth­ 
ing more. 
In this Joss house all is unity, the 
sailor, the washerman and the cigar-maker, 
w ithout a m urm ur, will worship in com­ 
mon with the solid m erchant. 
How dif­ 
ferent is this compared with our more ad­ 
vanced brethren, the white-faced Chris­ 
tians—the Presbyterians, Episcopalians, 
M ethodists and hard-shell Baptists for 
instance. 
Let them try Confuciusism for 
awhile and see if they can better them ­ 
selves. 
Buddhism is now only a mere 
form among the Chinamen. 
The Chinam an came, or rather Chinese 
im migration began, as far as I can find 
out, first in the year 1849 in the gold 
m ines in California. 
It was said th at 
some A ustralian Chinam en first got the 
news th at there was plenty of gold in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
In less than a year after the first 
batch of Chinese gold-'seekers there were 
thousands of Chinamen upon the grounds 
of the gold mines. 
They worked "for $8 
per day, which was a big amount to anv 
( hinamun fresh from his owu countrv. 
Some few dug gold upon their own hook 
and made big money, but their w hite 
neighbors soon stopped th at monopoly bv 
driving the heathen off from every claim 
that was worth his working, a n d 'n o t a 
few successful Chinese operators 
were 
robbed of all their dust after months of 
hard labor. 
This greatly disgusted the 
heathens and in 1867, when the Union 
Pacific Railroad began its first construc­ 
tion, all the able-bodied Chinamen left the 
mines to work upon the new road. 
It 
was through this and not the gold mines 
th a t the present Chinese population of 
the U nited States owes its present dim en­ 
sions. 
It was hard work and the earn­ 
ings comparatively sm aller than m ining 
but the Chinamen were certain of their 
pay, with less danger of being robbed and 
murdered by their w hite brethren, the 
Christians. 
About 1868 the great rush of Chinese 
em igrants began, attracted th ith er by the 
glittering gold of the successful Chinese 
ialjorer returned to Hongkong and C an­ 
ton. 
A t the end of the year 1868, there 
were at least 150,000 Cantonese China­ 
men in California. 
Every avenue of in­ 
dustry was filled with them. 
Chinese pro­ 
vision stores started up by the dozen per 
day; employment agencies and contractors 
(labor) everywhere in th e city and towns 
of < alifornirf: but it was not until LS79 
that the Chinese im migration into the 
United States had reached its height ac­ 
cording to all Chinese statem ents. 
There 
must have l*een a quarter of a million of 
them in the State of California in that 
year; it was then when wages among the 
Chinam en began to dwindle down. 
There 
were more Chinamen than there was work 
for them, and they began to compete with 
each other in the labor m arket by cutting 
down wages, until finally many Chinamen 
were forced to take there own life; while 
others who could raise expenses went 
back to C hina poorer, sadder, but wiser 
men than when they left. 
Up to this time the Chinam en knew 
nothing about the great, flourishing, more 
thickly populated Eastern States this side 
of the ltocky M ountains. 
They had an 
idea th at California was America and San 
Francisco its capital. 
W hea the Union 
Pacific was finished, the Chinamen went 
back to Californi. 
Many of those who 
had not saved enough to carry them hack 
to China weut into farming aiid other do­ 
mestic employment to eke out an ex­ 
istence. 
But in the year 1875, when 150 
experienced 
Chinese laundrvmen were 
brought into Bellville, N. J., by an Amer­ 
ican contractor, and also a year or two 
previous some hundreds of Chinamen en ­ 
tered the shoe factories of N orth Adams, 
Mass., and a cutlery factory in W estern

SOME PECULIAR SIGHTS IN THE CITY 
OF GUAYMAS. 


W a te r W orks L ike 
T hose o f A ncient 
P a le stin e —A C hild o f th e bea 
—In ten se H e^ t.

G u a y m a s (M ex.), August —, 1889. 
A lthough essentially a child of the sea, 
occupying a narrow ledge so close to the 
w ater as to be perpetually in danger of 
tum bling into it, Guaymas appears to be 
owned and controlled, shaped and fash­ 
ioned by the railroad. 
T he latter owns 
every approach to the town, controls all 
the eligible harbor and coast sites, and has 
even run a branch of its track olF to a dis­ 
tant headland, where it has built a w harf 
in water deep enough to float the largest 
steamers. 
A nd all this has been done by 
enterprising capitalists from the United 
States, iu anticipation of the m ighty trade 
th at is expected to spring up when the 
transatlantic I ine of steamers, running to 
A ustralia and China, shall bring travel by 
this course across our continent. 
There 
seems to be no present prospect of this 
much-desired 
ultim atum , 
however—es­ 
pecially now that San Diego, on the n orth­ 
ern side of the line, has beeu decided 
upon as the half-way halting place. 
To do this Sonora railw ay justice, it is 
indeed a splendid piece of work, though 
apparently wasted on an ungrateful re­ 
gion. 
Its five thousand-foot long bridge 
and causeway, built over th e waters of a 
broad aud deep lagoon four miles out of 
Guaymas, is a marvel of architecture, well 
supplem ented by the handsome station 
wh.ch occupies the neck of an isthmus, 
term inating in a rocky prom ontory, h alf a 


Pennsylvania, the rich and more civilized, 
or rather the real America was laid open 
for the first tim e before the astonished 
eyes of the avaricious heathen of China. 
Like all civilized heathens of other na­ 
tions, they saw their chance to improve 
themselves by starting laundries, instead 
of being held down under contracts in 
factories, working for a mere pittance. 
A t length their term of contracts expired, 
and instead of going home to China, they 
opened up wash-houses w ith the money 
they saved. 
As a rule, the moment these men earn 
and save up $1,500 they pack up and go 
home on a visit to the old or young folks, 
as the case may be. 
A brand new revelation now dawned 
upon the minds of the neighbors when 
the latter saw w hat a big fortune their 
neighbors brought home, earned from the 
washing business in the New Eldorado of 
th e far West. And thev threw down their 
lioes and rakes and made their wives or 
their mothers-in-law show them the mys­ 
tery of the wash tubs. 
And th at’s why 
the American 
iludes, even 
a Bowery 
“bum, ’ can now afibrd to wear beautiful 
white collars and gloriously glossed shirt 
bosoms.

AMERICAN POSTAGE STAMPS. 


A U rief H isto ry o f T hese U seful t it t le 
A rticles. 
(From Golden Pays ] 
The proposition to change the size and 
colors of the prevailing postage stamps 
makes a short history of these useful little 
articles very timely. 
It is now nearly half a century since the 
first postage stamp was is-ued in this coun­ 
try. in 1840 England began using stam ps; 
in 1845 the issue of postage stamps was au­ 
thorized by Congress, and in 1S47 the first 
stamps were issued. 
Before th at tim e the postage was paid in 
cash, sometimes by the sender and some­ 
times by the receiver of the letter, and 
the schedule of rates varied with the dis­ 
tances. 
The charges foi transm itting a letter 
thirty miles was six cents, and the tariff mile from the town, 
increased in gradual ratio until a m axim um ! 
As to clim ate and environm ents, this 
charge of twenty-five cents for 300 miles or ' section is much like St. Thomas, one of 
more was reached. 
This method was in th® V irgin Islands of th e W est Indies, 
' whose crater-like port Charles Kingsley 
once called “a Dutcli-oven of a place.” 
Both are surrounded by blistering hills, 
and tilled up aukie-deep w ith burning, 
flea-infested sand—but St. Thomas has the 
advantage of a somewhat freer circulation 
of air. 
Ninety-five degrees iu the shade 
is considered rem arkably cool h e re ; aud 
though all the windows and doors of the 
houses and hotels are kept wide open from 
sunset till sunrise, there is no use trying 
to sleep—unless one im itates the natives, 
who stretch their cots or spread their 
blankets iu the streets, on the sidewalks 
or the house-tops, anyw here out of doors. 
Even the women and girls nightly take up 
their beds and walk outside, for the inner 
tem perature is as unbearable as th at of 
a sirocco blast. 
THE MEXICAN FASHION 
Of narrow streets prevails in Guaymas, 
and for once they are adapted to the exi­ 
gencies of the occasion, for here there is 
no room to spare, the city, which is only 
about a m ile long, having no where more 
than a quarter of a m ile between the 
mountains and the sea, 
and 
in most 
cases scarcely h alf th at distance. 
The 
sidewalks are execrable, and everybody 
wades about in the sand, unless his way 
leads along the line of the mule-car, which 
runs through the principal street, from the 
railroad station at one end of town to the 
wells at the other. 
The Guaymas “ water works,” by the 
way, deserve more than passing mention, 
being as quaint and prim itive as th at of 
ancient Palestine. 
Printers’ ink cannot 
do justice to them —they m ust be seen to 
be appreciated in their native pictur­ 
esqueness. 
Ju st Outside the city lim its 
are several wells—one belonging to the 
city, the others owned by private indi­ 
viduals—close together in a field near the 
road side, each well surrounded 
a high 
adobe frame and furnished w ith a big 
wheel and two little ones. 
Im agine the 
closely - encircling mountains, 
clad 
in 
russet brown, and the arid surroundings, 
enlivened only by cactus growths and an 
occasional palm ; the constant procession 
of donkeys, coming and going, each little 
beast with a big water-bag of ox-hide 
slung on each side of him and reaching 
nearly to the ground, w hile behind the 
bags, almost on the anim al’s tail, sits the 
boy who peddles the water. 
H ere there are no Rebeccas at the wells, 
as iu most parts of Mexico, and the sterner 
sex completely monopolize the business. 
Besides the boys, 1 noticed a few Yaqui 
Indians, w ith long, black locks Hying un­ 
covered in the wind, and several full- 
grown 
“Greasers” 
hiding their 
heads 
under big sombreros—but not a female 
among them . 
T he great pannier-like 
water-skins, most of them w ith the hair of 
the anim al still clinging, to tne outside, 
look green and slimy from long use; and 
into the bottom of each bag a cow’s horn 
is stuck, through which the fluid flows 
when retailed to customers. 
Small boys, 
mounted upon the adobe frames, make the 
well-wheels spin round by hand right 
m errily, from dawn till dark, while the 
procession of comers and 
goers never 
ceases. 
This agua dulce (“sweet water” ), being 
all th at is drinkable in Guaymas, is car­ 
ried around to the houses, and peddled in 
quantities to suit purchasers, as we sell 
m ilk—and it brings almost as high a price. 
A ll day long and far into the night the 
donkey-boys come and go, the bareheaded, 
barefooted 
little rascals 
guiding their 
patient beasts, w ithout bridle or stick. 
The life-giving fluid may not be very clean, 
and is certainly not cool ; but then it is 
wet, and your choice lies between it and 
the briny ocean. 
A nd even this, like the 
water from all the wells in western M exi­ 
co. has a brackish, unpleasant taste, and 
produces tem porary diseases w ith those 
unaccustomed to its use. 
In this climate 
the wiser way is to drink as little as pos­ 
sible, restricting oneself mostly to coffee 
and wine. 
The dust, the intense heat, and 
the rapid evaporation causes a burning 
and gnawing th irst; but a tiny pebble held 
in the mouth, a grain of corn or a bit of 
alum, will relieve the wretched feeling bet­ 
ter than a drink of the warm, brackish 
water, which instantly creates a craving 
desire for more. 
In view of the pictur­ 
esqueness of the thing, and the fact that 


THE PRESENT WATER SYSTEM 
Is not only one of the sights of Guaymas, 
but has furnished life-lone occupation for 
generations of poor people who would 
otherwise have nothing to do by which 
to ward off the wolf of hunger, 1 am sorry 
to say th at the city promises to have more 
modern water-works in operation during 
the year—the supply being brought from 
a mountain stream several miles distant. 
Thus does the march of improvement and 
the introduction of labor-saving machinerv 
leave victims in the path, who also must 
advance, however painful the process, or 
be left to perish. 
I t seems almost cruel to 
force new wants upon so contented a peo­ 
ple, who have no desire to be awakened 
from the dolce Jar nicnte of their fathers; 
but the inexorable law of progress is upon 
them , as on all mankind. 
There is already an ice manufactory in 
Guaymas, which makes the water more 
palatable for those who can afibrd it; be­ 
sides a shoe factory, an oyster canning 
establishment, a soap factory (not much 
patronized, I regret to add, by those who 
need it most), and various other im port­ 
ant industries; electric lights are talked of, 
the telephone and telegraph is in full 
blast, anil the \V ells-Fargo express system. 
There is a Court of the first and second 
appeal, a good hospital and commodious 
theater, and a number of wholesale im ­ 
porting houses, besides the retail shops. 
_ Situated as it is on the most command­ 
ing and beautiful point of the California 
Gulf, not to mention its unequaled con­ 
nections with the United States, Guyamaa

vogue for two years after theissueof stamps 
was authorized by Congress. 
T he first stamps issued were of the de­ 
nominations of live and ten cents. 
The 
five-eent stamp had a picture of Benjamin 
Franklin, and the ten-cent the head of 
W ashington as the principal figure in the 
design 
Those heads have continued to adorn 
the postage stamps of our country from 
th at day tc this. 
The stamps first issued 
were a little larger than those now in use. 
In 1851 the carrier system was intro­ 
duced in all large cities, and stamps of a 
peculiar design, costing one cent each and 
known as carriers’ stamps, were issued for 
the purpose of providing prepaid deliv­ 
ery. 
In th at year the letter postage was re­ 
duced to three cents, and the old brick 
dust red three-cent stamp came in. A t the 
same tim e the issue was enlarged to eight 
stamps, the largest denom ination being 
ninety cents. 
T he portrait of Jeflerson was introduced 
on the five-cent stamp, but the other seven 
bore the heads of W ashington and F rank­ 
lin in diflferent designs. 
These stamps were the most popular 
ever issued by the Departm ent. 
Thev re­ 
mained in use for ten years. 
The new three-cent stamp issued in 
1861, wa? of a light red, and it rem ained 
in use until 1869, when there was a de­ 
cided innovation in the designs of the en­ 
tire issue. 
The new stamps were square 
instead of obiong, aud many of them were 
printed in two colors, the central design 
being in one tone, and the border in an­ 
other. 
. The principal figure in each design was 
in almost every instance a representation 
of some mode of carrying the mails in­ 
stead of the head of some departed states­ 
man. 
The three-cent stamp was printed in 
blue, and the principal figure in the de­ 
sign was a locomotive. 
T hat issue of 
stamps lasted about ten months. 
The peo­ 
ple clamored so against them that in 1870 
a return was made to the old designs, 
which were printed, however, in different 
colors. 
The three-cent stamp was then made 
green, w ith the head of W ashington in the 
center of the design. 
T hat stamp is of 
such recent date th at its design is fam iliar 
to every one. 
The green three-cent stamp which was 
adopted in 1870 continued in use longer 
than any of the predecessors. 
It was used 
until October 1, 1883, and it m ight have 
continued in vogue much longer had not 
Congress reduced the rate of letter postage 
to two cents. 
Linder the new law a brown 
ttvo-cent stamp was issued. 
It continued 
in use until I 881, when its color was 
changed to the green, now in use, against 
which the public seem to have taken a 
strong dislike. 
Among the rarest American stamjis are 
some which were not issued by the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
W hen Congress, in 1S45, au­ 
thorized the use of stamps it neglected to 
make such provision as warranted the 
postal authorities in their estim ation in the 
issue of stamps. 
During the period of two years preced­ 
ing the issue of Government stamps, the 
principal cities of the United States issued 
what were known as postmasters’ stamps. 
II ey were intended for the convenience of 
business men who desired to mail letters , 
after the dosing of the postoffiee, for the 
postoffice did not rem ain in operation all 
night in the prim itive davs of the postal 
service. 
' 
1 hese stamps were issued by postmasters 
at New 5 ork, Philadelphia, W ashington, 
Baltimore, .St. Louis, Providence, A lexan­ 
dria and a great many other places. 
Some of the stamps were merely slips of 
pa¡>cr bearing the signatures of the post­ 
masters. 
Collectors value the Baltim ore 
stamp which is of this character at $200. 
A stamp which was issued by the Post­ 
master of New Haven is worth on an orig­ 
inal used envelope $300 and more. 
A 
postage stamp issued by the M ilbury Post­ 
master, whicii was of elaborate design for 
those days, and bore the head of W ashing­ 
ton, brings easily $300 to $500.

ouglu to control till the trade of the upper 
G ulf and W estern Mexico. 
Though l>v 
no means coining up to the possibilities, it 
is a commercial center of considerable im­ 
portance, and some of its m erchants carry- 
heavy stocks of goods. 
One would not 
suspect it, however, for in Mexico the 
goods are never arranged for show, as in 
th e U nited States. 
On the contrary-, ev­ 
erything is kept boxed up and tucked ; 
away in dark corners, almost as though 
their possession were a crime, samples j 
only being exposed. 
Doubtless the reason ! 
for this is because the intense heat aud 
blinding light of the southern sun and the 
all-pervading d m t would injure delicate 
fabrics; besides, it is not the costumbre, 
that most powerful of 
all reasons in 
Mexico, where generations of merchants 
stick at the old slow way of ih tir sleepy 
ancestors, w ithout the slightest change or 
modification. 
Yet, the average M exican is not a bad 
trader, in bis own way. 
As the older 
houses of Guyamas are all rich and firmly 
established, they do busiuess on credit to 
agreat extent, being well acquainted with 
the people throughout th e country, and 
knowing whom to trus'. 


N A T IV E M ER C H A N TS 
Often carry the large ranchm en for a year at 
a time, furnishing all thesupplies for them ­ 
selves and a large retinue of laborers. 
If 
the crops turn out well the m erchant gets 
his money- back, with interest, at the end 
of the season; if not, he must carry his cus­ 
tomers over a second season. 
Among the heavier merchants, who keep 
in stock a quantity of goods ranging in 
value from a quarter of a million to a m ill­ 
ion dollars 
(M exican money), are the 
Aguayo Brothers, of Guaymas, who also 
enjoy an income of $25,000 and upwards 
every month from Sonora mines. 
Among 
the fortunate ones is a M r. Graft) from 
New Jersey, who has only lived here about 
ten years, yet, during more than h a lf th at 
time, has enjoyed an income from his m in­ 
ing speculations equal to three times w hat 
the President of the U nited States receives. 
This willing exile from Jersey has a fine 
place at Guaymas, situated a m ile and a 
half from the w ater front, up a gulch in 
the mountains, which gives access to the 
back country. 
It lies high enough to over­ 
look the bay, of which it commands a 
beautiful view, and is really a most desir­ 
able estate, notw ithstanding the narrow­ 
ness of the valley and the rocky and for­ 
bidding aspect of this im m ediate section. 
The house is a fine specimen of the typical 
architecture of the country, though built 
of red brick instead of the all-prevailing, 
m uch-plastered and stuccoed adobe. 
It is 
one story in hight, w ith barred wiudows 
aud big, carved doors, ram bling over a 
great deal 
of ground, and inclosing a 
flower-filled patio, or inner court-yard in 
the center. 
Mr. G raff is the happy pos­ 
sessor of another thing, which all his 
neighbors envy, and th a t is a well of “sweet 
water”—the only one in Guaymas except 
those above mentioned. 
There is a splen­ 
did orchard of full-bearing cocoanut palms 
on the G raff place— this being abolit the 
extrem e northern lim it at w hich th a t tree 
flourishes. 
The branches resemble those 
of the date palm—long beards, diverging, 
for the most part, from a common center 
in a series of curves, giving to the head 
of the tree the effect of a spread umbrella. 
The trunk is not rough, like th at of the 
date palm, and on the whole, the cocoanut 
variety is about the most beautiful of all 
the extensive palm family. 
The fruit 
grows at the base of the branches, and are 
ju st now fully grown, though not quite 
ripe. 
There are three tolerable hotels in G uy­ 
a m a s, all of which are perpetually so 
crowded th at is is often difficult, if not 
impossible, to secure any sort of accommo- 
nation w ithin them. 
I know a gentleman 
from the north who came here on business 
intending to rem ain some m onths and, 
later, to bringjiis family, but being unable 
to find anv place for them in the inns (and 
boarding-houses there are none), was com­ 
pelled 
to telegraph them to rem ain at 
home. 
The Sonora Railway Company 
liave long been talking of erecting a new 
and commodious hotel near th eir depot. 
Consul W illard of the U nited States dona­ 
ted the ground for it, and grading was done 
a year or more ago, but th at is all; and 
the “ boom” having subsided, it is doubtful 
if the American hostelry goes up in your 
day or mine, dear reader. 
By all odds, the finest building in G uya­ 
mas is the Custom-house, which occupies 
a prom inent position along the water 
front, w ith an open space all around it. 
Being two stories high, it is surrounded 
on the ground floor with wide verandas 
w ith ample awnings. 
I t is kept profusely 
decorated w ith the national colors, and 
close by is the newly improved and really 
beautiful plaza, the d irt in which its trees 
and flowers are growing having all been 
brought here from a fur distant valley, in 
this plaza music is nightly rendered, and 
here every soul in town, rich and poor, 
m aleara! female, invariably comes to spend 
the evening.

A N O E JE C nO N A B IE FEATUBU IN THE 
AUSTRALIAN JBALL0T SYSTEM. 
Edward Wakefield, a distinguished Aus­ 
tralian, who has had much experience in 
Australian politics, has an article in the 
Forum on the Australian ballot system, in 
which he sets forth in detail the causes 
that led to the adoption of the system, and 
full particulars as to the working of the 
new idea in the Australian Colonies. In 
brief, it is as has heretofore been explained 
in this journal. 
It proceeds upon the 
sound doctrine that without the guard of 
secrecy the ballot is worthless to any man, 
and it is not representative of manhood 
suffrage in its .purity. 
Booths are erected 
where the returning or election officer, who 
is a non-voter, delivers to each elector his 
ballot, bearing all the names of candidates. 
Tire elector’s name is numbered on the 
poll-list, and the same number is put upon 
his ballot, and the corner of the paper 
gummed down over it. The voter theu 
retires to a secluded booth, but within 
view of the Election Board, and indicates, 
by marking out opponents with a blue pen­ 
cil, which of the candidates he votes for, 
returns with the ballot to the box and de­ 
posits it. 
Anticipating that so much of the scheme 
as refers to the numbering of the ballot to 
correspond with the poll-list, would meet 
with antagonism in America, Mr. Wake­ 
field enters upon a lengthy and labored 
defense of the pian. We confess to falling 
under his withering denunciation for ob­ 
jecting to this numbering plan. We can 
see, if Mr. Wakefield cannot, that in this 
country it will destroy the very secrecy 
that the scheme is intended to conserve. 
In all else the system is commendable, but 
in that it is not wise for Americans to 
adopt. Mr. Wakefield defends the num­ 
bering something after this fashion : “It 
is necessary to prevent double voting, 
otherwise there is nothing to prevent a 
man voting at every booth in the district, 
or representing himself as another elector, 
after having voted in his own name. 
But 
while this is often done, it is invariably 
defeated and detected by the simple device 
of writing the number cf each voter in the 
corner of the ballot-paper, and at the same 
time ticking off the same number opposite 
the voter’s name on the poll-list or regis­ 
ter. The number is gummed down and is 
never uncovered, unless there is persona­ 
tion or double voting, when a comparison 
of the tick marks ou the poll-list hav­ 
ing given the clue, the peccant ballot 
papers tell their own tale, and are 
instantly rejected. Now,” says Mr. Wake­ 
field, “there can lie no disclosures of how 
the voter voted, because the returning 
officer is in the first place a non-voter, and, 
in the second, is liable to severe punish­ 
ment if he reveals the fact. Moreover, 
no one has possession of the ballot papers 
except the returning officer. 
He seals 
them up and returns them to the Clerk of 
Parliament, a highly-responsible, non­ 
political officer, who, after keeping them a 
specified time to permit of disputing the 
election, burns them.” Those who hold 
that under this numbering system the 
secrecy of the ballot is imperiled, Mr. 
Wakefield denounces as demagogues, griev- 
ance-raongers and unintelligent. He adds 
that he has been repeatedly questioned on 
tli is point, and has never failed to con­ 
vince even the most illiterate and unin­ 
telligent that the objection to the number­ 
ing process is silly and groundless. 
It will be necessary for Mr. Wakefield to 
class us with those who are so “foolish” as 
to believe that the doubt about the num­ 
bering system is not the fear of a “bogie.” 
In the first place, the election officers in 
America are not non-voters, though we 
cannot understand how the fact of their 
not casting a vote in Australia augments 
to their integrity or stiffens their hon­ 
esty. The rascal who has set about to de­ 
feat the law cares very little whether he 
can or cannot vote. Here an election 
officer who writes the elector’s number on 
his ballot is poor timber if he cannot re­ 
member or tally the number of fifty or 
sixty out of the two or three hundred 
voters who cast their ballots at his booth. 
He is poorer political material still if he 


house-tops, but for the secret and potent 
use of the political ring-master he serves, 
and who has never yet hesitated to ascer­ 
tain as best he may, how “the cattle” vote. 
That fact in his possession gives him a 
vantage ground for political purposes that 
is priceless to him. 
When Mr. Wakefield manages to ex­ 
plain to the American people how the re­ 
turning officer proceeds te pick out the 
ballot of the party charged with persona­ 
tion or double voting, without opening the 
gummed-down corners of many or all the 
ballot papers until the one wanted is 
reached, he will have maintained his 
point. But this he cannot do. For It is 
clear to even the “unintelligent” that in 
ninety cases out of a. hundred a large num­ 
ber of corners will have to be turned up 
am examined before the one searched for 
is reached. Mr. W akefield is unacquainted 
with the ways that are dark of the Ameri­ 
can political manager if he dess not un­ 
derstand that the numbering system opens 
■ to the venal the door through which they 
can invade the secresy of scy ballot, and 
therefore of all ballots cast. 
The Australian system is complete with­ 
out the numbering system ; it is a useless 
appendage. If, however, the number is 
placed upon a perforated corner when the 
ballot is handed to the voter, in order that 
the election officers may identify the ballot 
as the same given out when the elector 
returns, and this corner is torn ofl’and de­ 
stroyed or deposited in a box that is 
locked and sealed to deposit it, then 
there is virtue in the scheme. Such a 
plan, and which is identical with that 
adopted by the Young Men’s Democratic 
League of Sau Francisco last winter and 
was urged upon the late Legislature, 
successfully prevents 
the 
practice of 
frauds 
that 
Mr. 
Wakefield 
admits 
are perpetrated in Australia under the 
other system. 
These frauds are accom­ 
plished liy sending a hired voter to the 
polling place, who takes his official ballot 
into the secret booth, and instead of mark­ 
ing it, returns to the ballot-box a blank 
paper, which, when folded, is the counter­ 
part of a genuine balloi. He thus passes 
out with a true ballot in blank, and delivers 
it to the boss, who then sends in a second 
voter with this genuine ballot marked to 
suit the purposes of the master. This bal­ 
lot is cast, and the hireling brings out the 
ballot he receives from the election officer, 
and the process is thus repeated, perhaps 
all day, and with a single genuine ballot 
scores of purchased voters are used, with­ 
out the possibility of detection, except 
some one of them “ turns traitor.” But 
with the open number on the corner, which 
on the ballot being folded must appear on 
the outside, the judge of election identi­ 
fies the ballot returned for deposit as the 
same one given out by him and “ ticked 
off” against the voter’s name on the poll 
list. It is thus impossible for a dummy 
ballot to be east and a genuine one carried 
out of the booth, for if the elector spoils a 
ballot in marking, or wants a fresh one 
for any gbod cause, he is required to return 
the first before any duplicate is issued. If 
Mr. Wakefield studies 
the California 
scheme, aud which we look forward to be 
a law of the State ere long, we think he 
will be compelled by good conscience to 
confess that it is an improvement upon the 
Australian system and better conserves the 
secresy of the ballot, even though, in his 
estimation, it is proposed by the uninteli- 
gent and grievance-mongers. 


way to rise is by pulling others down. It 
did not for a long time apply for admis­ 
sion to the State Board of Trade, and gen­ 
erally, by its localism, it has driven the 
north and center to the adoption of such 
sectional or district advertising as it has 
engaged in, since it was found to be im­ 
possible to secure the co-operation of the 
south. 
We believe with our contemporary that 
the true friends of the southern belts have 
at last realized the unwisdom of these di 
visions of effort, and that sectional jealousy 
is on the decline. The recital we have in­ 
dulged iu has not been advanced to re­ 
kindle local prejudices, but simply to em­ 
phasize the fully of renewing sectional 
efforts, such as the sending ont of a dis­ 
tinct “Southern California on wheels.” It 
would be the old story over again of eon 
tending and rival sections of a State, the 
interests of the people of which are mu­ 
tual. It would do the State more in ju ry 
as a whole than would be compensated for 
in the benefits any one section might 
reap. If our exhibition of California pro­ 
ducts cannot be sent Eastward on wheels 
without half handles and stub titles at­ 
tached, let it not be forwarded at all. 
What we want to preach to the East is 
California and each and every part and 
portion thereof, and we therefore welcome 
the expression of the Champion as broad­ 
minded and wise, and, applauding it, com­ 
mend it to the attention and thoughtful 
consideration of all our southern con­ 
temporaries. 
In another article ou the subject of 
Southern California advertising the Cham 
pion has this to say, which it will be seen 
concerns the statements we have made, and 
brings the folly of sectional exclusiveness 
into a strong light: 


San Bernardino county is a member of the 
State Board of Trade at san Francisco. It has 
a right to inane a permanent exhibit and place 
advertising m atter in the spacious rooms of the 
Board at 00i Market street, 3nd s me right on 
* California ou Wheels.” Mr. Gird, ol the Chino 
Ranch, has been made the county's representa­ 
tive on the Board by our Supervisors. He has 
caused many letters to be written to boards of 
trade aud individuals in the several towns aud 
colonies in the county, stating to them the priv­ 
ileges they could use without personal cost, and 
that the Southern Pacific Company would for­ 
ward all articles free by delivering them to the 
baggage agents on the overland trains. Asa bit 
of superfluous advice, they were also told that 
the use of the privileges in no wise prevented 
them from advertising and making exhibitions 
in any other way. Mr. Gird provided for a rep- 
re-entation in the meetings of the B nrd, aud 
for frequent supervision of the articles sent 
from this county. 
Few of the people have 
taken advantage of the privileges afforded. 
Blurs have been cast upon those who have earn 
est y 
spent time and some money in the 
premises. 
Instead of such injustice toward 
faithful workers it would have been much wiser 
to urge the people generally to us- a most valu­ 
able advertising medium. The State Board is 
acting fairly and liberally toward the soui hern 
counties, but if these counties will not place 
exhibits and printed m atter in its rooms, no 
amount of fairness can do us any g wd. Let our 
people come up to the work or let the whole 
m atter drop, and have no pretense of co-opera 
tiou with the State Board aud its methods.

The Chino Valley Champion of San 
Bernardino county, for a Southern Cali­ 
fornia newspaper manifests in its issue of 
September 2/th the possession of sound 
sense—unimpaired by local prejudice—in 
the matter of sectional advertising. The 
proposition has been advanced to have a 
“ Southern California on Wheels” sent out, 
after the manner of the exhibition that 
has been so successful in the past eight 
months, known as “ California on Wheeis.” 
At Southern California meetings recently 
held, the proposition was endorsed. Of 
course, every body except Southern Cali­ 
fornia people realized from the outset 
that sectional exhibiting was not the best: 
that, indeed, it is provocative of harm; 
that it leads the Eastern people to believe 
Californians are divided in the scheme of 
promoting the settlement of their State; 
that the localism of that kind of advertis­ 
ing carries with it, to the stranger, the 
doubt as to its reliability and awakens in 
his mind the suspicion that sectional 
rivalry involves misrepresentation 
and 
“booming.” 
The Champion, referringjto the proposi­ 
tion under notice, aud the offer of the 
State Board of Trade to attach the “South­ 
ern” car to its 'regular train of “ Califor- 
nir on Wheels,” sensibly says: 
This is a most unwise proposition. Even if In 
good faith it should not receive a moment's 
consideration. It carried out, the idea of rival ry 
which could but have bad results would be 
everywhere present. Such a show could not be 
conducted without friction of a damaging na­ 
ture. 
Two such shows, under distinctively 
Southern and Northern names, would be better 
than a single one with divided exhibits and 
separate manager^. It seems as if every true 
Californian would prefer to have one establish­ 
ment d ied with exhibits from all parts of the 
State, with a well-informud, 
broad-minded, 
firm man from each ead or the State in the cars 
— not in one car, but in all parts of the exhibit 
cars—and clothed with equal rights and duties. 
With such men in charge there would be no 
friction and no partiality. Such a show would 
do much to kill off’ the sectional jealousy which 
appears to be on the decline, if our Central 
and Northern neighbors wish to be fair, they 
will say amen to such an arrangement, and 
any Southern Californian that would refuse to 
Join it is unworthy the name of Californian. 
Whatever a few narrow minded, or jealous, or 
poorly-informed men in either end of the State 
may say. it is about certain that the great mass 
of the people are disposed to be fair toward the 
interests of each other. Let us have a fair deal 
and, as a most excellent Congregational minis­ 
ter once said in Oakland (In an unguarded mo­ 
ment, perhaps), "the devil take the hindmo.-t.” 
Let our contemporary rest assured of 
the correctness of this statement, that 
there is not even the shadow of a sugges­

FOSTERING FOREIGN IMMIGRATION. 


The Alta California, of San Francisco, 
considering the subject of an increase of 
travel to this coast, says: 
“No need to cross the sea to look for 
people for California. Our railroads sus­ 
tain costly efforts in Europe to induce 
foreign immigration, which, after it comes, 
must learn a new language, the laws and 
institutions of a new form of government, 
and too often instead of being assimilated 
by our people digests us instead. It would 
be better to abandon all such urgencies 
and agencies, leave foreign immigration to 
its natural impulses when it will come as a 
streamlet, not asa torrent, and put the ener­ 
gies lavished at such long range into induc­ 
ing an immigration from the East, that does 
not have to assimilate, that brings With it 
industry, thrift and economy, and does not 
intend to shed them immediately upon 
settlement.” 
The philosophy in this extract is broad, 
and pregnant 
with 
suggestion. 
The 
thought of the American people is strongly 
setting in the direction of the sentiment of 
the expression of our contemporary. The 
conviction is fastening upon the public 
mind 
that 
from 
this 
time 
for­ 
ward it will be the part of wisdom to leave 
foreign immigration to purely voluntary 
impulses. If it is urged and stimulated by 
special exertion to swell its volume, it be­ 
comes an artificial accession to our popula­ 
tion, that inflicts hardships upon the 
laboring classes. The effect upon Califor­ 
nia is, under such stimulation, less per­ 
haps, for comparatively few people cross 
the continent, and consequently we reap 
very little benefit even from tht^best order 
of that immigration. 
The average Eu­ 
ropean immigrant has usually exhausted 
his financial ability when he has landed 
on the Atlantic shore, or very soon there­ 
after he is unable to proceed far into the 
country. This class, and it constitutes the 
vast majority, is not that which California 
most desires for home-builders; its con­ 
stituents do not constitute the population 
we need. Indeed, while the Alta wisely 
suggests that foreign immigration may well 
be left to its natural flow,'there is a 
strong drift of public sentiment in favor 
of applying such restrictions, and qualifi­ 
cations to even that flow, as will check it, 
and this sentiment is the outgrowth of the 
experience and observation of the Ameri­ 
can people of the influence of unrestricted 
immigration upon onr social, industrial 
and political institutions. There was a 
time when the vastness of the unsettled 
acerage of our empire of domain encour­ 
aged us to invite the foreign element to 
come in and occupy the land, or take the 
places of those of our own people who went 
westward with the pioneer drift. 
But we 
have now reached a position from which 
we can discern the future with the clear­ 
ness of vision that enables us to see the 
vacant lands of the nation occupied by 
people of our own growing, and to realize 
a condition of affairs in which the influx 
of a large and foreign element, dependent 
upon immediate 
employment for ex­ 
istence, will result in a leveling process 
in industrial walks, that willbe the reverse 
of beneficial to the independence of char­ 
acter and freedom of action, not to mention 
the ambitions and aspirations, social and 
otherwise, of American wage earners. So 
far as California is concerned, the time has 
passed when we can wisely bid for foreign 
immigration. 
What we need and can 
more profitably 
obtain, 
is 
immigra­ 
tion from the thickly populated East 
of onr own people, who by reason of 
climatic exigencies, independence of purse 
and natural desire to add to the comforts 
¡of life, find in our favored clime and 
exhibition, in which all the other parts of natural endowments the nearest approach 
the State were ignored ; for a time it was

A. PAGHI MAKES HIS DEFENSE IN A 
LETTEE. 


H e Irt Ilitter A gainst H is N eighbors and 
Has no K ind W ords For 
H is M other. 


In.yesterday’s R ecobp Ufion there was 
a detailed account of the unfilial conduct of 
A. Pagni towards his aged mother. Late 
last night Pagni came to the R koobd-Union 
office with the following letter in his de­ 
fense. In reply to a question he said that 
bis wife wrote the letter and that the ex­ 
pressions in it are jointly those of himself 
and wife, that he told her what to write 
and some parts she suggested. The letter 
speaks for itself: 
To the Editors of the Recobd Union : I 
wish to correct a statement made in the 
morning pspir. 
I am a hard-working 
man ahd try hard to support my family 
and pay my honest debts, and I wish to in­ 
form the public and my friends that the 
statement made by my dugo neighbors is 
false and untrue. I support my mother 
the same as the rest of my family, every­ 
thing she asks for is given to her, if it is in 
the house, as 1 can prove by my American 
neighbors. 
Those green Italians at the garden are 
only jealous because I am getting along 
better thau they are; their fine vegetable 
peddler can hardly m ake enough to pay 
expenses and buy a' little m accaroni; aud 
talking about feeding and clothing my 
mother. She goes up there and takes care 
of his babies all day, while his wife does 
her washing ; when sire comes home thev 
give her an apron full of half rotten vegeta­ 
bles, such as tomatoes that ba^ been takeu 
to market acd brought home with the 
juice running out. One time they gave 
her a piece of old yellow bacon, that a dog 
could not eat, and a piece of stale sour 
dough bread. That is the wav thev feed 
her.As for clothes, that they talk about, I 
have seen one calico dress that cost 35 or 40 
Cents, and I am sure it was earned by pack­ 
ing the babies. My mother has lived in 
the house with us four years, and I know 
that there is not one Italian woman that 
would live with her half the time. She 
hates my wife because she is an American, 
and has been trying to moke trouble be­ 
tween me and my wife ever since she has 
been here. 3he told one of the neighbors 
that she wished my wife would die when 
she wss sick, as there seerne to be no other 
way of getting rid of her. 
I also think if G. Alt ksa would attend to 
his own business a little better, and not be 
shooting of! bis pistol at midnight every 
night to m ake folks think there is thieves 
around, he would do a little better, as be is 
in danger of getting in trouble if the thing 
continues. His statement about cruelty to 
my mother is only one of his Taco lies that 
he is so used to telling—our neighbors all 
know better. 
1 would like to know what that genial 
young Jackass of a Churchman knows 
about my business ; he only wants to be 
sm art, but everybody is acquainted with 
him , and we think he had better look at 
home, as we hear that he is not any too 
good to his own family. 
And I think that if those green Italians 
from the broncoh hills had any sence they 
would not try to bring trouble in the 
house when my wife was sick in bed be­ 
tween life and death, but they have not 
been in Cali long enough to be civilized 
yet.

THE PAGNI CASE, 
W hat Dr. I'inkham D oes and Does Not 
K now Concerning It. 
The following paragraph dppeared in last 
evening's Uee : 
Dr. Pinkham called at the Bee office to day to 
say that he believed the story to be groundless. 
Last Friday he attended Mrs. Pagni at child­ 
birth. to inadequate is the house for the ac­ 
commodation ot the family that the doctor 
compelled I’ gni to sleep in the barn on Friday- 
night. " The little cabin referred to, where the 
mother of Pagni sleeps,” said the doctor, ‘ is 
not as bad as represented. She couldn't sleep 
in the house, because there was no room. I 
have known Pagni for four or five years, lie is 
r. hard worker and a liberal provider for his 
lamilv. Of course, they are Italians and don’t 
live like other people. They will swear at one 
another just a? they will swear at their horses. I 
don’t believe that the old lady is abused or de­ 
prived of food.” 
Ur. Pinkham called at tbe Record Union 
office yesterday forenoon, requesting fur­ 
ther particulars regarding the identity of 
the Pagni family. He said there was a 
family living in the neighborhood de­ 
scribed by the Recokd-Union s article 
whom he had visited profffl3:onally. He 
did not know whether the article had refer­ 
ence to them or not, but some of the state­ 
ments made csu-;ed him to think that pos­ 
sibly it had. If so, there were some exag­ 
gerations. 
Dr. Pinkham was informed that possibly 
he had some other family in his mind; that 
the statements made regarding the Pagni 
family were true in every particular; that 
they were not exerggerated; that She facts 
were obtained from reputable persons liv­ 
ing in the neighborhood, and that what the 
R bcorb-U kion's roporter saw and heard 
were absolute facts, and indeed that the 
whole truth had not been told. 
Dr. Pinkham then said that in such case 
it must be another family, as the facts did 
not all fit the circumstances of the family 
to which he referred. 
Dr. Pinkham then walked directly across 
the street to the Bee office and told the 
above story. Comment is unnecessary.

These presided 
over the feast. 
The members and guests ranged them ­ 
selves about six long tables extending 
nearly the full width of thespacious cham ­ 
ber. W orthy Master Overhiser called to 
order, and the Chaplain invoked Divine 
blessing upon the fesst. The people then 
served themselves, the viands being bana 
lias, apples, peaches, plums, grapes iu great 
variety, and cakes. There were at short 
intervals on the tables bouquets and floral 
pieces, some of the latter very large, and 
in their midst were evergreens and green 
citrus fruits. There was no ceremony, aud 
in a few minutes the great hall was filled 
wiih the confused m urm ur of a thousand 
voices, as the people entered into conversa­ 
tion, and exchanged greetings and moved 
about the chamber, chatting, laughing and 
entering into social communion. At 10:15 
tnc feast was over, and the people had 
mostly left the building. It was a simple, 
hearty and erj ¡yable social ceremonial 
that is a regular accompaniment of sessions 
of the Grange.

R eport of the Com m ission Appointed to 
A rrange Therefor. 
Hon. W illiam Johnston, Chairman of 
the Commission appointed to prepare for 
the coming session of the National Grange 
in this city, has submitted to the State 
Grange now in session the following re­ 
port : 
To ll,t Officers and Xm.bers of the State Grange of 
California— Worthy Master : The Commission ap­ 
pointed by the Governor of California, pursuant 
loan Act of the Legislature thereot, appropri­ 
ating the sum of S10.U00 tor the reception and 
entertainm ent ot the National Grange, Patrons 
of Husbandry, to be- held iu Sacramento, in the 
year 1889, beg leave to make the following re­ 
port : 
¿ In April last a majority of the Commission 
met in San Francisco and agreed to enter into 
negotiations with the Executive Committee of 
the National Grange, asking them ti> name the 
amount of money ueces.-ary to induce the Na­ 
tional Grange to hold its session of 1889 iu Cali- 
torn ia. 
Before this arrangement was consummated 
the Executive Committee of the State Grange of

Observance of 
Atonement. 
At sundown la-t evening commenced 
the fast of Yotn Kippur. an event that is 
observed throughout the Jewish world 
with the greatest solemnity. The name is 
an abbreviated form of Yem ha Kippur- 
reem, signifying the Day of Atonement, 
and it occurs cn the 10;h day of Tishree, 
the seventh month of the ecclesiastical 
year and the first of the Hebrew civil 
year. It is the last of the ten days of 
penitence, which began with Rosh Hash 
onah. 
At the Synagogue last evening the con­ 
gregation celebrated the occasion with im­ 
pressive ceremonies. 
Rabbi Levy ad­ 
dressed the congregation in an eloquent 
and fervid manner. The music was excel­ 
lent, and the choir was composed of the 
following numbers: Sopranos, Mis. W. H 
Kinross and Miss Ginsberg; altos, Mrs 
Albert Ii’kusand Miss Nettie Frice ; tenor, 
Eugene Etkas, and basso, W. H. Kinross. 
Miss Adoifine Kaibel officiated at the or­ 
gan. 
Yotn Kippur is considered the most holy 
day in the year, acd is set apart fur 
fasting prayer and repentance, in accm fi­ 
ance with Leviticus x s iii, 27 28, where it 
says : “And the tenth uay of the seventh 
month is the Day of Atonement. It shall 
he to you a day of holy convocation, snd 
ye shall cfliict vc-ur souls by fasting. Ye 
shall do no work on that day, fur it is a 
Day of A tonem e-t on wiiicb ye shall be 
pardoned before the Eternal, your God. It 
shall be to vou a complete day cf Test, and 
ye shall afflict your souls by fasting. On 
the evening of the uinib day ye shall be- 
in and keep your resting day until the 
next evening.” 
This day is called the "Subba’h of Sab­ 
baths,’ and is observed strictly by the re­ 
formers as well as the most sirict of the 
orthodox. Among the very strict followers 
of the law the observance of the dav is car 
ried so far that they will rot wash or wear 
shoes during the continuance of the fast 
They will not trim a lamp or do anything 
that urght be deemed an infraction of the 
law. 
In the olden time the ceremonies of the 
day were peculiarly awe inspiring. The 
Year of Jubilee was proclaimed upon it 
with a sound ' f trumpets. It was the cnlv 
day of the year in which the Kauheiñ 
Hagodowl, the High Priest of the Temple 
of Jerusalem, was allowed lo enter the 
Holy of Holies, and it was the only dav. 
loo, when the High Priest himself offered 
the sacrifices, sprinkling the blood of a 
bullock and a goat npcn tb eh o tn o f the 
altaer, fu’filiing the law as laid down in 
Leviticus xvi.. 18. This was the cnlv oc­ 
casion cf the year upon which the High 
Priest pronounced the mystic name of God. 
As the syllables of the ineffable r.auie of 
Jehovah fell from his lips in prayer, the 
whole congregation in the temple tell pros- 
irate and cried: “Biassed be the name of 
His glorious kingdom forever and ever!” 
W hen the High Priest jironounced the 
wordsTit Ho Rti, “Ye arepare,” there was 
general r<j icing. 
In the modern Jewish church there are 
few survivals of th ¡3 service. The cabinet 
in which the scroll of the Pentateuch is 
kept hardly answers the description of the 
Holy ot Holies. The pronouuciation of 
the mystic name of Jehovah has been lost, 
but in the Musaph service oí Yom Kippur 
there is a recollection ot the ceretuonv 
when the High Priests pronounced the 
name, the rabbi and the congregation dur 
ing the prayer prostrating themselves four 
times. 
The Yom Kippur services began last 
night with the Kol Nidra The specially 
prensred prayer of supplication, as chanted 
in the old style, is very beautiful. This 
morning, in the Shachritb, is the reading 
of the law from the sixteenth chapter of 
Leviticus, the preaching of the sermon and 
the chanting of the ssrvice, followed by 
the ceremony of praying for the dead, when 
the names of the dead are mentioned and 
prayed for. In some synagogues the names 
of the dead are read from a book in which 
they are kept. This service lasts until 
about noon, and is followed by the Musaph 
service, which lasts about three hours, and 
is followed bv the Mincha service. The 
last service of the day is the Neelah. This 
prayer is generally chanted by the rabbi 
himself, if he is physically able; otherwise, 
by the cantor. Then there is a short 
prayer, soch as that dismissing the con­ 
gregation on an ordinary Sabbath, and the 
assembled gathering disperses. 
During 
these services the strict followers of the 
law remain ail day in the synagogue. 
All Jews observe the present last, and 
their places of business will remain closed 
to day.

Prehistoric Sculpture. 
There is shown in the Exposition of 
Anthropological Sciences at Paris the cast 
of two horse’s heads, found in such a posi­ 
tion that the men of science are war­ 
ranted in placing them at the very begin­ 
ning of men’s efiurts to create works of 
art. The originals are carved from bone, 
but are so fragile with age that they will 
not bear the light. The power and know­ 
ledge of anatomy shown by the prehistoric 
cave-man who carved these horses are said 
to be most surprising. Another work of 
great merit is the carved picture of a man 
crouching as he throws a javelin at an 
aurochs, an animal now extinct in Europe. 
Horses, deer, fish, and even the sculptured 
figure of a cat, are exhibited, though it 
was supposed that the cat, certainly the 
domesticated cat, came from Egypt within 
histórica! times. A study of these sculp­ 
tures or bone reveals the fact that at least 
one color, red, was used to enhance their 
effect.

A. Pagni towards his aged mother. 
Late 
last night Pagni c a m e to the R e o o b d-U n io jí 
office with the following letter in his de­ 
fense. In reply to a question he said that 
his wife wrote the letter and that the ex­ 
pressions in it are jointly those of himself 
and wife, that he told her what to write 
and some parts she suggested. The letter 
speaks for itself: 


To th e E d ito rs o f the R e c o b d U n io n : 
1 
wish to correct a statem ent made in the 
morning psptr. 
I am a hard-working 
m an and try hard to support my family- 
and pay my honest debts, and I wish to in­ 
form the public and my friends that the 
statem ent made bv my dago neighbors is 
false and untrue. 
I support m y m other 
the same as the rest of my family, every­ 
thing she asks for is given to her, if it is in 
the house, as 1 can prove by my American 
neighbors. 
Those green Italians at the garden are 
only jealous because 1 am getting along 
better than they are; their fine vegetable 
peddler can hardly m ake enough to pay 
expenses and buy a little maccaroni ; and 
talking about feeding and clothing my 
mother. 
She goes up there aud takes care 
of his babtis all day. while his wife does 
her w ashing; when she comes home they 
give her an apron full of half-rotten vegeta­ 
bles, such as tomatoes that ha- been taken 
to m arket and brought home with the 
juice running out. 
One tim e they gave 
her a piece of old yellow bacon, that'a dog 
could not eat, and a piece oí stale sour 
dough bread. 
T hat is the way thev feed 
her. 
As for clothes, that they talk about, I 
have seen one calico dress that cost 33 or 40 
Cents, aud I am sure it was turned by pack­ 
ing the babies. My m other has lived iu 
the house with us four years, and 1 know 
that there is not one Italian woman that 
would live with her half the time. She 
hates m y wife because she is an American, 
and has been trying to m ake trouble be­ 
tween me and m y wife ever since she has 
been here. 
She told ona of the nc-igbbors 
that she wished m y wife would die when 
she Wes sick, as there seeme to be no other 
way of getting rid of her. 
I also think if G. Alcksa would attend to 
his own bn-iuess a little better, and not tie 
shooting of! his pistol at m idnight every 
night to make folks think there is thieves 
around, he would do a little better, as he is 
in danger of getting in trouble if the thing 
continues. 
His statem ent about cruelty to 
nty m other is only one of his Taco lies that 
he is so used to telling—our neighbors all 
know better. 
I would like to knew wbat tbat genial 
young Jackass of a Churchman knows 
about my business ; he only wants to be 
B m art.but everybody is acquainted with 
him , and we think he had better look at 
hom e, as we hear tbat he isn o ta n v to o 
good to his own family. 
And I think that if those green Italians 
from the broncoh hills had any sence they 
would not try to bring trouble in the 
house when my wife was sick in bed be­ 
tween life and death, but they have not 
been in Cali long enough to be civilized

Ur. Pinkhatn called at the R ec o b d U n io n 
office yesterday forenoon, requesting fur­ 
ther particulars regarding the identity of 
the Pagni family. H e said there was a 
family living in the neighborhood de­ 
scribed by the 
R e c o r d - U n io n s 
article 
whom he had visited proffssionally. H e 
did not know w hether the article had refer­ 
ence to them or not, but some of the state­ 
m ents made caused him to think that pos­ 
sibly it had. If so, there were some exag­ 
gerations. 
Dr. Pinkham w a s informed (hat possibly 
he had some other family in bis mind; that 
the statem ents made regarding the Pagni 
family were true in every particular; that 
they were not exerggeraled; that the facts 
were obtained from reputable persons liv­ 
ing in the neighborhood, and that what the 
R ec o r d- U n i o n s roporter s a w and heard 
were absolute facts, and indeed tbat the 
whole truth had not been told. 
Dr. Pinkham then said that in such case 
it must be another family, as the facts did 
not all fit tbe circumstances of the family 
to which he referred.

J e w is h O b s e r v a n c e o f th e 
A to n e m e n t . 
At sundown la*t evening commenced 
the fast of Yota Kippur, an event that is 
observed throughout the Jewish world 
with the greatest solemnity. The name is 
an abbreviated form of Yom ha Kippur 
reeni, signifying the Day of Atonement, 
and it occurs cn the 10:h day of Tishree 
the seventh month of the ecclesiastical 
year and the first of tbe Hebrew civil 
year. 
It is the last cf tbe ten days of 
penitence, which began with Rosh Hash- 
onab. 
A t the Synagogue iast evening the con­ 
gregation celebrated the occasion with im­ 
pressive 
ceremonies. 
Rabbi 
Levy ad 
dressed the congregation in a n eloquent 
and fervid manner. 
The music was excel­ 
lent, and the choir w a3 composed of the 
following members: Sopranos, Mis. W. H 
Kinross and Miss Ginsberg; 
altos, Mrs. 
Albert Elkusand Miss Nettie Price: tenor, 
Eugene Eikus, and basso, W. H. Kinross. 
Miss Adoifine Ksibel officiated at the or­ 
gan. 
Yem K ippur is considered the most holy 
uav 111 the y’ear, and is set apart for 
fasting prayet arid repentance, in* accord­ 
ance with I^eviticns x x iii, 27 28, where it 
says: “ And the tenth day of the seventh 
m onth is the Day of Atonement. 
It shall 
be to you a day of holy convocation, and 
ye shall afflict your souls by tasting. 
Ye 
shall do no work on that day, for ir. is a 
Duv of Alóneme t on wiiieh y e shall be 
pardoned before the Eternal, your God. 
It 
shall be to you a complete day of retí, and 
ye shall afflict your souis by fasting. 
On 
the evening of the ninth day ve shall be­ 
gin and keep your restieg'day until the 
next evening.” 
T h isd ay is called the “Sabba’h of Sab­ 
baths,” a id is observed strictly by the re­ 
formers as well as the most strict of the 
orthodox. Among the very strict followers 
of the law the observance of the day is car 
ried so fur tiiul they will ro t wash or wear 
shoes din ing tlie c ip ¡nuance of the fast 
They will not trim a lamp or do anything 
that m ight be deemed an infraction of the 
law. 
In the oiden time the ceremonies of the 
day were peculiarly awe-inspiring. The 
Year of Jubilee was proclaimed upon it 
with a sotrud of frum ptfs. 
It was the cnlv 
day of the year in which the K auhciñ 
Hagodowl, the H igh Priest of the Temple 
of Jerusalem , was allowed io enter the 
H oly of Holies, and it was the only dav, 
too, when the High Priest biruself Vtiered 
the sacrifices, sprinkling the blood of a 
bullock and a goat upon tbe hotn of the 
altaer, fulfilling the law as laid Gown in 
Leviticus xvi., 18. This was the only oc­ 
casion of the year upon which the High 
Priest pronounced the mystic name of God. 
As the syllables of the ineffable nam e of 
Jehovah fell from his lips in prayer, the 
whole congregation in the temple fell pi os- 
irate and cried : 
“Biassed be the nam e of 
H is glorious kingdom forever and ever!” 
W hen the High Priest pronounced the 
words Tit Ho Ru, “Ye are pure,” there was 
general r< j icing. 
Iu the modern Jewish church there are 
few survivals of this service. The cabinet 
in which the scroll of the Pentateuch is 
kept hardly answers the description of the 
Holy of Holies. Tbe pronouncialion of 
the mystic name of Jehovah lias beeu lost, 
but in the Musaph service of Yom Kippur 
there is a recollection of the ceremony’ 
when the High Priesls pronounced the 
name, the rabbi and the congregation dor 
ing tire prayer prostrating themselves tour 
times. 
The Yom K ippur services began last 
night with the Kol Nidra. 
The specially 
preoared prayer of supplication, as chanted 
in the old style, is very beautiful. This 
morning, in the Shachritb, is the reading 
of the law from the sixteenth chapter of 
Leviticus, the preaching of the sermon and 
the chanting of the service, followed by 
the ceremony of praying for the dead, when 
the nam es cf the dead are mentioned and 
prayed for. In some synagogues the names 
of the cead are read from a book in which 
they are kept. This service lasts until 
about noon, and is followed by the Musaph 
service, which lasts about three hours, and 
is followed by the M incha service. The 
last service of tbe day is the Neelah. This 
prayer is generally chanted by the rabbi 
himself, if he is physically able ; otherwise, 
by the cantor. 
Then there is a short 
prayer, soeh as that dismissing the con­ 
gregation on an ordinary Sabbaib, and the 
assembled gathering disperses. 
During 
these services the strict'follow ers of the 
law rem ain all day in the synagogue. 
Ail Jews observe the present fast, and 
their places of business will rem ain closed 
to day.

NEVADA'S NEW INDUSTRY. 


A Schem e T h a t P ro m ises R ich R e tu rn s 
for th e Boys. 
[From the Chicago Herald ] 
“ We have found a new industry in the 
State of Nevada which promises to revise 
our decaying prosperity,” remarked Ool. 
Reuben Stidger, of Elko, Nevada, wh o was 
talking with some friends at the Orand 
Pacific. 
“ I haven’t anything to do with 
it myself,” remarked the Colonel, with a 
slight cough,” though I was a member of 
the last Legislature; but som e of the hoys 
tell me that it promises biggur results than 
a Senatorial election, and lias the advant­ 
age of yielding a pretty big crop every two 
years.” 
And what is the new scheme, Colonel,” 
asked a listener, who was pretty well ac­ 
quainted in Nevada, “ and who’s in it?” 
“ W ell, it’s cinchin’ the Louisiana Lot­ 
tery Company, an’ pretty near everybody’s 
in it. 
I ain’t of course, but nearly every­ 
body else is. 
You see, Nevada’s finances 
are in a pretty bad way. I n fact the whole 
State is about as bad off as it can be. 
W hy, we’ve only got about 20,000 taxpay­ 
ers "and they’ve got to support the State 
Government. 
Four years ago some smart 
Alecks cogitated on a big lottery scheme, 
aud they formed a company and applied 
to the Legislature for a charter. 
It was to 
be called the Nevada State Lottery, and 
was to run in opposition to the Louisiana 
concern. 
H alf of the net profits was to be 
paid in the State Treasury for school and 
other purposes, aud everybody supposed 
the lottery was a fixed fact. 
But the Su­ 
preme Court threw it out because such a 
charter was unconstitutional—it was spe­ 
cial legislation. 
All this stirred up the 
thing, and the Louisiana lottery million­ 
aires made up their minds to one of two 
things—they would buy any charter that 
might be granted, or they'd prevent auy 
legislation at all. 
The Nevada boys seen 
this bluff and raised it at once. 
Two com­ 
panies were formed, one to get a charter 
and hold it, and the other to get it and sell 
out to Louisiana. 
The two got into a row 
of course. 
The first thing was to get a 
constitutional amendment, and this was 
put to a vote of the people Ja>t winter. 
The Louisiana sell-outs said they’d beat 
this if the other fellows would not come 
into their scheme. 
And, by Jove, they 
done it. 
The Louisiana company put 
$80,000 into the State and knocked the 
amendment galley west. 
Then the boys 
began to get their eyes open as to possibil­ 
ities, and they joined bands to cinch the 
Louisiana chape every time. 
The next 
Legislature there’ll be a uew amendment 
before the people. 
That time Louisiana 
will have put up big or the amendment 
will carry. 
Some of the boys are figurín’ 
now on getting a big boodle before the 
election, then carry the amendment and 
hit ’em agin in the Legislature. I’mthink- 
in’ that will be the course of events. 
The 
Louisiana company will pay a million not 
to have an opposition in Nevada, or they 
will pay two millions for a twentv-year 
charter if they can have it exclusive.” 
“ But, Colonel, why don’t the boys put 
through a legal charter and get the two 
millions 
“ Ah, but you see there are two sets of 
boys,” said the Colonel, “ or would be as 
soon as a charter was passed that didn't let 
’em all in. 
Besides, the boys want to hit 
the Louisiana both ways; that’s the way 
they always do, you know. 
You see, the 
Louisiana charter expires in 1895, and 
there is no hope of renewal down there. 
By that time they must have a charter in 
Nevada, for no other State will grant one. 
But between now and 1895 the Nevada 
boys is mighty hungry and gettin’ hung­ 
rier, and they’ve got three Legislatures 
yet to work in. 
A good deal can be done 
in three Legislatures.” said the Colonel 
with a mighty wink.

circus. 
You got drunk and l>eton a three- 
card monte, lost all you had, got into a 
fight, got whipped, put into the lockup 
(the man who gets whipped is always the 
one who gets locked up) and in the morn­ 
ing the Recorder fined you $10. 
Is this 
true?”

SACRAM ENTO M A RK ET. 


A n E lectric R ead in g L am p. 
One of the latest novelties in the appli­ 
cation of electricity consists of an electric 
reading lamp, which is being fitted to the 
carriages on the maiu line of the South­ 
eastern Railway. 
It is on the principle of 
the “pnt-a-penny-in-the-slot” 
automatic 
machines. 
The apparatus is situated im­ 
mediately over the passenger’s head, and 
under the rack, and is contained in a 
small box five inches by three. 
The light 
is of five-candle power, and is obtained by 
the introduction of a penny at the top of 
the l>ox, and by a subsequent pressure of a 
knob, and will last for half an hour, ex­ 
tinguishing itself at the end of that time 
automatically. 
If the light be required 
for an indefinite period a penny every half 
hour will suffice. 
The light can be ex­ 
tinguished at any moment by means of a 
second button provided for the purpose.—

known to “deep water voyages." 
There 
were East India clippers. West ludia brigs, 
barks, barkentines and schooners, and a 
few steamers. 
Many of the East India packets had been 
out over 120 days. 
For many days prior 
to the storm the sky had been overcast. 
Only occasionally would the suu appear, 
and then for so short a time as to render 
even a catch “sight" well nigh out of the 
question. 
In consequence many ships had 
been running by “dead reckoning.” making 
the supposed position of the vessel a most 
uncertain one. 
Under such conditions were vessels over 
taken by the terrible northeaster. 
Wind 
and sea aided each other in making navi­ 
gation perilous, the seas threatened at ev­ 
ery moment to roll over on the decks of 
the fleeing vessels. Some craft, perhaps 
better able to stand the seaa, hold on, 
steering on a supposed true course for port. 
In laying off this course the base has beeu 
taken from a supposed true position of the 
ship. 
Instead of sighting the entrance, the 
lookout is heard calling “Breakers ahead !’’ 
lo o n e unacquainted with a seafaring life 
the horror which accompanies such a 
sound beggars description. 
Let it benight 
time and the horror is increased. 
There 
is but one thing to do, and that quicklv— 
to call “All hands save the ship 1” 
The vessel is in a lee shore, the gale is 
blowing her right on, and unless she can 
be made to beat up in the wind, head off 
and clear the coast she will beach. 
Up 
comes everybody with a rush, half dressed, 
half dazed, but fully alive to the danger. 
The moment the seamen reach the deck 
the cutting wind makes wide awake all 
hands. 
“Hard down the helm! 
Let fly the 
head sheets, lee head and 
main and 
weather cross-jack braces! Spanker sheet!” 
As fast as the orders fly from the bridge 
the men jump to their stations. 
Round 
comes the great ship, and up into the 
wiud. The head sai's flap with a tre­ 
mendous force, threatening to flv out of 
the leech ropes with every roll. 
Now the 
spanker is being hauled a-weather. She 
teels it, and as the steru flies off, her head 
comes right up into the mass of seething 
waters. 
“Round in the lee head and main and 
weather cross-jack braces!” 
Already the 
men are at their places, and up come the 
weather yard-arms into the wind. 
The 
vessel is now broadside to the seas. 
It is 
a question of life and death whether she 
will stop. 
If she but continue to come up 
all is well. A drag lias been gotten over 
from forward. To it is bent a hawser 
leading through a quarter chock. 
The 
drag is well away from the ship. On to 
the hawser jump the crew. 
Away they go 
with a rush. The drag hawser is run 
right to the bows, and at the same time 
the bow comes up rapidly. 
Not a moment too soon. 
A great sea 
tlie next instant lifts the ship high into 
the air. Had it caught her “broadside 
to” it would have plunged tons upoii tons 
of green seas upon the decks. 
But the 
great craft’s bow has met it. She rose as 
the wave advanced and plunged heavily 
forward as it rushed under her. 
Now is the time to catch her. Sharp up 
go the yards on the head and main. 
The 
head sheets are hauled well aft, the helm 
carefully tended, the spanker eased up 
slightly; the ship feels the canvas, small 
as the amount on her is; she reaches for­ 
ward, staggers for a moment, then slowly 
works her way oft' through sea after sea. 
As soon as she is far enough ont to sea the 
vessel is brought np into the wind, off 
comes the foretopmast staysail, foresail, 
foretopsail and spanker. 
A close-reefed 
maintopsail and main spencer alone hold 
her up, and all attempt to fall off is coun­ 
teracted by the position of the rudder. 
Should the wind still continue to in­ 
crease in violence, the topsail will be 
goose-winged. This latter sail is kept on 
as long as possible because of its being 
above the waves. 
Under a main spencer 
alone the ship has but little opportunity to 
feel the wiud, the waves serving as a bul­ 
wark. Should, however, a- goose-winged 
topsail and main spencer prove too much, 
tarpauiins placed in the lee mizzers rig­ 
ging may hold her up. 
If she still continues to heel over, the 
crew will cut away the foremast by cutting 
away the weather laniards. 
If this will 
not right her, away will go themizzen and 
main, ami then trust to riding out to a sea, 
anchor. 
This alone can save the vessel. 
Let her once fall off, get into the trough 
of the sea, and the consequences will be 
expressed in the one word of the seaman, 
“Foundered.”

A S elf-W in d in g C lock. 
The New Haven Clock Company, after a 
year or two of experiment, has at last per­ 
fected a piece of mechanism which, if it 
does not realize the desire for perpetual mo­ 
tion, seems at least to be a step in that di­ 
rection. They are now manufacturing and 
about to put on the maiket a self-winding 
clock. The motive power is furnished by 
electricity generated by two Leclanch’e 
cells, which do the work effectually for 
from twelve to eighteen months without 
renewal. 
The mechanism is simple in the 
extreme. 
Much of the ordinary dock is 
omitted, and little remains save the escape­ 
ment wheel. 
The clock is wound every 
hour by a current from the two cells of the 
battery, working through a pair of mag­ 
nets. The main wheel, which revolves 
once an hour, connects the current at every 
revolution. When the contact is first made 
and the current passes through tlie mag­ 
nets the armature is pulled down to the 
uiagv.et heads, drawing with it an arm 
which winds one tooth of the rachet wheel 
which is fartened to the box containing a 
spring of the finest steel attached to the 
center pinion. This operation is repeated 
for five or ten seconds at the rate of three 
blows a second until the spring is wound 
and the current is cut ofl by tlie passage 
around of the main wheel.— Hartford 
Times.

A large crowd gathered about the depot 
as early as 7 o’clock, and waited patiently 
for the Governor to m ake his appearance. 
It was not until 10 o’clock, however, that 
the Governor’s reception commenced. 
A committee, consisting of Major Culver- 
house, Sheriff VV. E Happing, C. C. Buck, 
J . W. Gorden, Judge Aaron Bell and 
F rank W. Smith, were escorted to the Gov­ 
ernor’s car by Edward Curtis and intro­ 
duced.

H EAR TY WELCOME TO RE D D IN G . 
Mr. and Mrs. Stanford shook hands and 
chatted pleasantly w ith them for some 
tim e, on the growth of the city and old­ 
tim e occurrences there, with which the 
Governor was familiar. 
The committee then withdrew, and the 
im m ense dining hail of the depot hotel 
was immediately throw n open for a public 
reception. 
The ladies of Redding had beautifully 
decorated the hail with flowers and fes­ 
toons of smilax, so that it looked a verita­ 
ble fairy-land. About four hundred chairs 
were arranged for the ladies, and every one 
was occupied, while fully as many more 
gentlemen stood up and crowded into the 
aisles.

ADDRESS OF WELCOME. 
Mr. Bush said: “I had hoped that this 
E 
leasant duty would be placed in other 
ands, as it might then be given more elo­ 
quence and more force, but, be that as it 
’ m ay, I can say that no one would be more 
earnest and sincere iban I in extending to 
you, on behalf of the citizens of Redding, a 
m ost hearty and cordial welcome to our 
city. 
“ W e welcome you with all our hear!?, 
not alone because you are a Senator of the 
U nited States, but because you are a citi­ 
zen of this State, to whom we are indebted 
for so m any deeds and kindnesses. 
“There are those here to-day who knew 
you wheu the State was in its infancy and 
you were engaged in laying the foundations 
for w hat it has now become. There are 
those here of every political party, and of 
every nationality. ' They appreciate the 
w ork you have done in building’their homes 
for them, as well as protecting them when 
you were Governor.” 
The speaker went on to refer to the 
changes which were brought about by the 
railroad for the benefit to their city since 
the advent of the railroad in that vicinity.

was made of the Stanford Jr. University, 
Mrs. Stanford was visibly affected and 
sobbed. 


TH E GOVERNOR'S RESPONSE. 
Senator Stanford replied to the address 
as follows: “ Citizens, ladies and gentle­ 
m en of Redding: 
We thank you from 
the bottom of our hearts for the sincere 
and earne-t dcmonstraiion on your part. 
T he rem arks of Mr Bush rem ind m e forci­ 
bly of the great advance of California in 
the past thirty years. I have seen a new 
generation rise around me, and I am proud 
to say it is a generation that will be an 
honor to us who have reclaimed the State 
from the wilderness. 
“Not long since I hau occasion to visit 
Sau Jose, when a celebrati a of the Native 
Sons was in progress. I was greatly struck 
w ith the intelligent, honert and line ap­ 
pearance of the young meo who are to be 
our successors. They all appeared to be 
young men of great worth and character. 
California is indeed a great State. The 
poor man need fear notbiDg here if he has 
the pnysical ability to till the soil. 
I have 
had occasion to see how different it is in 
the East. 
W ant is not infrequent there. I 
have known men to have to work four 
m onths of the year for their board alone. 
It is not so here. All that is wanted is the 
physical ability to work, ar:d the poor man 
can live as well and sleep as well as the 
m an who lives in the palacj. 
“ Now a word or two about the school 
w hich myself aud wife are establishing 
and which the gentleman kindly alluded 
to a moment ago. 
It is our idea in 
founding such a school to advance h u ­ 
m anity. 
For that 
reason the highest 
branches w i'l be taught there, and it will 
be the constant aim to do most for h u ­ 
m anity. 
“ Ladies and gentlemen, I take the great­ 
est pleasure in meeting you all. I have 
been in California so long that I feel that I 
am part of California. All of its cities and 
towns are my homes, 
its children are 
m ine, and I love them all. To me all Cal­ 
ifornians seem like kinsm en.” 


OTHKE 
INC IDEN TS. 
The Redding band rendered an appropri­ 
ate selection at the conclusion of the Gov­ 
ernor's remarks, after which the people 
formed in line and one hy one were intro­ 
duced to the Governor, and by him in turu 
to his wife. The hand shaking was a most 
notable and impressive feature of the recep­ 
tion. 
Rich and poor were alike cordially 
greeted, and the Senator had a pleasant 
word for all. 
The babies were fondled by Mrs. Stan­ 
ford and the mothers complimented. Af­ 
ter everybody had been given an oppor­ 
tunity to see and talk with the guests, the 
latter were escorted outside, where carri­ 
ages were in waiting and the partv was 
driven to the pubiic school house on the 
river bank. 
There nearly 400 school children wel­ 
comed the Governor and his wife. The 
Governor addressed the little ones pleas­ 
antly and advised them to attend strictly 
to their moral and intellectual learning 
while young, because the future of the 
nation depended upou them. 
Mrs. Stan­ 
ford told the children about her 800 little 
kindorgarteu pupils in San Francisco, and 
added that she and her husband now 
claimed all the little children in the State 
as theirs. 
The carriages were again entered and the 
guests driveu about the city to various 
points of interest for an hour, after which 
a return was made to the train, and they 
left for Red BlutI shortly after 1 o’clock. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Stanford expressed 
them selves as highly pleased with their 
reception, and said they were sorry they 
bad to leave so soon. 
A t T eh a m a 's C ap ital. 
Rep B l u f f, October 4th —The big town 
clock was just toiling the hour ol 4 this 
afternoon, when with a shriek and a whirl 
Governor Stanford’s special train rushed 
into the depot. But the citizens were not 
caught unawares, and were waiting fir li e 
arrival of the distinguished guests. 
The depot was gaily decorated with flags 
and bunting, and the Red Bluff Military 


Band was playing “H ail to the Chief ” when 
the train came in. 
An extra engine dressed in bunting and 
draped with flags was also waiting, with 
instructions to take charge of the Gov­ 
ernor's car and take it to the Pavilion, 
where the ceremonies were to be held. 
There were no hitches in the arrangements 
whatever. A committee of prom inent citi­ 
zens and officials boarded the Senator’s car 
and took charge. 
The people cheered lustily when the 
Governor appeared on the platform to re­ 
ceive the committee. The car was taken to 
the Pavilion, where a still larger crowd was 
waiting. 
The building was profusely decorated 
with bunting and flowers and was crowded 
alm ost to suflocation with school children 
and enthusiastic residents. 
The band headed the guests as they en­ 
tered the hall and played national airs. 
The Governor and Mrs. Stanford were 
seated on the stage and listened attentively 
to the opening song by the school children. 
General N. P. ChipmaD, Chairman of 
the Committee of Arrangements, called the 
assemblage to order and introduced the 
guests. 
A N ELOQUENT ADDRESS. 
G. G. Kim ball then delivered the address 
of welcome. H e said : “For some unknown 
reason, I, a plain business man, have been 
selected to extend to you. Governor and 
Mrs. Stanford, a most hearty and cordial 
welcome on this occasion. 
This is to me 
the supreme m om ent of my life. A t last 
my heart may Epeak out and say what it 
has long yearned to say to you, and to the 
people of Red Bluff. ' 
“ Twenty-eight years, ago when a boy, 
poor and distressed, 1 appealed to you, 
Senator, for aid at your home, which was 
then as hum ble as mine is now. Your kind 
words and assistance lifted me up, and 
made me what I am. Then why should I 
not on this occasion lift my voice with the 
people. That kind act was characteristic 
of your great heart. 
“ Search the history of this common­ 
wealth, and you will not find a record of 
another man and his good wife who have 
so consecrated their lives to doing good. 
Look at that great institution at Palo Alto. 
It will stand as a m onum ent to your 
munificence for ages to come. 
Historians 
will never be able to compute the num ber 
of hearts you have made light. 
“ But I have said enough. Allow me to 
extend to you the hearty welcome of these 
people to their city.” 


A FC BILA DE OF FLOW ERS. 
When Senator S anford rose to reply he 
was subjected to a lusiiade of bouquets and 
nosegays from ail sides by the school chil­ 
dren. 
H e laughed good-naturedly and 
took the floral shower w ithout a flinch. 
W hen the last bouquet hsd been thrown 
he was standing knee deep in flowers. 
H e replied to the address of welcome 
earnestly and eloquently. "I am deeply 
impressed with this reception,” said he. 
“I have been before people of California a 
great m any years, and love them dearly, 
and when they return it in this m anner it 
fills my heart with joy. In regard to deeds 
accredited to us, I can say that we have 
only done what our hearts told us was 
needed, aud that is the advance of hum an­ 
ity intellectually. 
Intelligence is what 
m arks out civilization everywhere. I don’t 
claim any great merit in the endowment of 
the school at Talo Alto. 
“I hope all the little children I see before 
me will have an opportunity some day to 
attend this school. It is our intention to 
have equal facilities for both sexe3. 
“The scope in this regard has not hereto­ 
fore been large enough. I went to see our 
schools become the educator of the educa­ 
tors.” 
The Governor then spoke at some length 
in regard to the great benefit ot the kinder­ 
garten work, after which he concluded by 
thanking the people heartily for the royal 
reception accorded him and his wife. 
The people applauded long and loud 
when he bed finished. The Governorand 
Mrs. Stanford then shook hands with ail the 
school children and citizens who presented 
themselves during the next hour. 
It is estimated that the Senator and his 
wife shook hands with fully a thousand 
persons, while the D u m b e r of persons who 
participated in the reception was 3,000.

THE IRRIGATION PROBLEM. 


S en ator S tew art on th e W ork D on e by 
th e A rid L au d s C om m ittee. 
[San Francisco Alta, October 4th.] 
Senator W illiam M. Stewart of Nevada 
arrived here yesterday morning. The Sen­ 
ate Committee on Irrigation, of which he 
is Chairman, has closed its investigation, 
and its members have gone to their re­ 
spective homes. To a reporter Senator 
Stewart stated that the committee has been 
on the road fifty days and has taken the 
testimony of nearly 400 witnesses, distrib­ 
uted through the following States and Ter­ 
ritories: Minnesota, North and South Da­ 
kota, 
Montana, 
W ashington, 
Oregon, 
Idaho, Utah, Nevada, California, Arizona, 
New Mexico, Texas, Kansas, Colorado and 
Nebraska. The principal irrigation sys­ 
tems in the United States have been vis­ 
ited, and a careful observation made of the 
development and practical results of their 
various ditches and i ¡gating canals. The 
great artesian wellt of the N o rth w est- 
some of them 2,000 feet deep—have been 
examined and their workings noted. The 
committee also examiued a num ber of 
sites for the storage of water, including 
great natural basins which need but little 
effort to constitute them gigantic reservoirs, 
capable of irrigating millions of acres of 
land. A num ber of lakes were also exam ­ 
ined in order that the committee might 
note their adaptability for purposes of irri­ 
gation. Principal among these was Lake 
Tahoe in California and Nevada. 
Altogether the committee has made a 
journey of some 12,000 miles, and has gath­ 
ered a vast am ount of information upon ail 
phases of the irrigation problem. 
Upon 
one point it has found entire concurrence 
among farmers and fruit-growers who have 
resorted to irrigation. That is, that crops 
are rendered uot only more certain, but 
much more abundant, by getting water just 
when they need it, rather than when the ac­ 
cident of rainfall supplies it. Of many 
estimates adduced as to the advantage 
afforded in this respect, the lowest is that 
by irrigation the crop is twice as abundant 
as when dependent upon rainfall alone. 
Other estimates grade the crop produced by 
irrigation all the wav from three up to five­ 
fold greater than that which is dependent 
on rainfall. 
The results of the investigation will be 
embodied in a report to be made to the 
Senate during the approaching session of 
Congress. Senator Stewart speaks with en­ 
thusiasm of thecouim ittee's work. 
Hesays 
he regards the 
problem 
involved—the 
reclamation of our many millions of acres 
of arid lands—ss one of the most serious 
and im portant that has ever been presented 
to the people of this country, a problem the 
solution of which is fraught with the ut­ 
most consequence to the masses who now 
seek, and will continue to seek, homes in 
the W est.
